"LATE TIPPOO SULTACN.

Major Account of his Interview with 

the Prince& in the Pahce of Serinqapaiam, 
and of fndi^g the of the hie 'Tippq/o 
Suhaqm. ■ 

A SHCVRUtimc after the troeps were in pos- 
session of the works. Major Beatscai and 1 
observed, from thjs south r^paH, several per- * 
sous assembled in the palace ; many ofc^»*hpin, 
from their" dress and appearance, w^e judged * 
to be of distin^ion. 1 particular^ remark- 
ed, that oue^person prbstrated himself befoa&j 
he sat down ; fromr which circumstance 1 Was 
led to conclude, that .^ippoo, with such of his

'officers who had escaped firoi^k tlie assault/ had 
taken shelter in the palace. 

Before any attempt cotdd he, made to secui^ 
the palace .(where it was^ thought the enemy,' 
jn defence of ^hfeir sovereigt^ and his family,. 

* would m&ke a serious resistance). It l>ecame 
necessary to refresh the troopaf^ho were 

V greatly exhausted by the heal of Ihe day,* and 
the fatigue which they Bad already <aD/lergone. 
Tn the mean timh Major Beat&on and 1 has- 
tened to apprise General Baird of Ihe circum- 
stances we bad s<ien : on our ‘Vvay, we passed 
Major Craigie and Captain Whitlie,'with the 
gre'ii^ierg, and some battalion companies of 
tlie 12th regiifient. As soon as we reached 
General Baird, we proposed to«hipi, to bring 
these troops to him, to which -he ^sented. 
On my return. General, Baird directed me to 
proceed ,to the p?llace wdth the detachpaent of 
the 12th* and pQ,rt of Major Gihbjng’s batta- 
lion of sepoys : he directed jgae to inform the 
.enemy that their lives sho^jld be spared, on 
condition of their immediate surrender, but 

* thaV the least resistance would prove fatal to 
e^ ery person within the palace walls. Having 

,Jfestene|J a white clpth on a serjeant’s pike, I 
proceeded to the palace, where I found Major 

* Shee.’apd part, of the 33rd regiment, drawn 
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up opposite tilie ga,te ; several of • 
pk were in a balconj, j^»paieD% m tlaSi 

e<mstex»atii}ii. T lafoKai^ tbem’tbafc 1. 
'was deputed by tbo Oenerat]:, wbo ccanmauded 
. the troops id the fort to pfib* thm their lives^ 
provided *th*ey did nof .make resistance; 
which I desired them to iinh^etj^te inti- 
mation to *their> Sultdun. In* a i^bcat time, 
the killpdar, another 'officer of consequence, 
and a confidential ^servant, came ov& the' ter- 
race of the front building, and descended by 
an .unfinished J)aft of the *waU. Xhey were 
greatly emhkzrasl^, and appeared inclined to 
create dekyi? probably with a view of efiect- 
ing» tlieir escape &s soon as'^e darkness* of 
the night ,^heuld afford them an opportunity. 

I *poinh!d out the danger of their situation, 
and*the necessity of ’toiping to tm immediate 
determination, pledging myself for their pro^ 
tection,,aqd proposing that they should allow 
me to go iuto the palace, j^hat I mi^ht in* per- 
son give these assurances to»Tippoo. They 
were very averse to this ‘proposal, butd posi- 
tively iilsisted on letuming with tifienh I 
desired Captain Scohey, who speaks. the na- 
tive languages nvith grcdt 4pen<^, Jo accgjij- 
pany me; and Captain Hastings Ffaser. We 
ascended by the broken waH, oad lowered 

ft * i «> 
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• ouwielves down on a terrace, v^bere a large body 
of armed men were assembled. I explained 
to them, that the flag which^.I held in my 
hand was a pledge of security, provided no 
resistance was made: and the stronger to im- 
, press them. With this' belief,'^! fook ofl’ my 
sword, whiWi I insisted upon their receiving. 
Hie killedar, ancf many others ailjrmed,*that 
die princes and the family of Tippon were in 
the' palace, but not the Sultaun. They ap- 
peared greatly alarmed, and averse to coming 
to any decision. '' I told th^m, that dojay 
might be attended with fatal consequences ; 
and: that 1 could “not answer for thiJ conduct 
of'- our troops, fcy whom they were surroimJed, 
and whose fury was with difliculty restrain- 
ed. They then left me, and shortly alter I 
observed people moA'iiig hastily backwards 
'and forwards in, the iiiteiior of the palace; 
and, as there w^re many hundreds ^f Tip- 
poo’S troops witliip the .Tvajjis» 1 began to 
think our" situation rather ^.critical. I was 
advised to take back iriv sword ; but such an 
-act,’ on" my part, might, by exciting their 
distrust have kindled a flame^ which, in the 
pi^esent temper of. thd ^pops, mighjt have been 
attended the most dreadful consequences ; 
‘probably the massacre of evey soul within 
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, ■ * 

. t^e palace walls. The people on the terrace, 
hegged me to hold the ^ag in a conspicuons 
position, in* ord.er to give confidence to those 
in the palace, and prevent our troops from 
forcing the gates. Ghsowing impatient at thesl^ 
delays, I sent another me8Sage*to the princes, 
warning theia of their critic^ situation, and 
that *my tinAe was limited. They answered, 
they would receive me as soon as a ca^et 
could be spread for the pulpose ; and soon 
after the killedaCr came to conduct me. 

I found two “of the princes seated on the 
carpet, surrounded' by a great many attendants. 
Tliey desired me to sit down, which, I did in 
front of them. The recollecvion of Moi^a- 
deen, who, on a fonner occasion, I had seen 
delivered up with his brother, "liQgtages to 
Marquis Cornwallis, the sad reverse of their 
fortunes, their fear, which, , notwithstanding 
their struggles to conceal, was but tod evident, 
excited the strongest emotions of Compassion 
in my mind. I took Moiza-deen {to iflibm. 
the killedar, 8tc., principally directed* their 
attention)*hy the hand, and endeavour^^ hy 
every mode in piy power, to remove his Tears, 
and to persuade" him t|||f no .violence should, 
be ollered to hina nr ms brOtKei^ nor to any 
person in the palace. 1 then Untreated him. 
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' as the only means to preserve his father’s life, 
Whose escape was impraclicahlc, to inform me 
of the*spot where he was con^aled. Moiza- 
deen, after some ^onver&ktiou apart with his 
attendants, asgiufed me that the Padshaw was 

* not in th&>paf^c. I*i'equcsted Him to allow 
the gatc^ to be opened. .All w’efe alarmed at 
this proposal ; and the prmojs were reluctant 
to take such a step but by the auUiprity ‘of 
their father, to Whom they desired to sen*!. 
At length* however, having promised thslt I 
would pest a guard of theiu oVn sepoys with- 
in, and a party of Euroj>eans on thb outside, 
and .having given .them’ ‘the strongest assur- 
ances that no j/erson sliould enter the palace, 
but by my authority, and that I* ^vf)nJd return 
and remaiii with them until Gkneval Baird 
arrived, I convinced tliont (>f tire necessity of 
compliance ; and 'I was happy to observe that 
the princes, as w^ll as their attendant^, appear- 
ed ‘to rely with confidence on the assurances 

. .Illld giv'^n tlfem. • « 

On qpciiing the -gate, I found General Baird 

* andjeveral officers, with a large body of troops 
assembled.^ 1 returned with ^ieutenant-Colo- 

Clo^ into the p||^c, fot thp purjiose of 
bringing tUfe ^rfticcs to th*e«General. We had 

* some (ii^cultj*^ in couqnpring the alann and 
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the oljectioiis which they rs^ed to qiiittiag 
the palace ; but they at length pannitted us 
to conduct them to the gate. The indi^Dtation 
of Geneiral Baird wfis justly excited by a re> 
port, which had reached him soon after he had 
sent me to the palace, that Tippoo had inhu-i* 
manly murdepred all the Europeans, who had 
fallen into hi^^ hf^ds during the siege : this 
was heightened probably by a monwntary re- 
cqUoction of hLs o^.n su/Terings, during more 
than three years’ imprisonment in, that very 
place ; he was, nevertheless,, sensibly affected 
by the sight of the princes ; and his gallantry, 
on the assault, was u-ot more conspicuous, than 
the jn'oderation and humanity ^ which he ^s- 
played. on this occasion. He received tlie 
princes with, every mark of regard, repeatedly 
assured them that no Violpuce or insult should 
be offered to them, and he gave them in charge 
to Lieutenant-Colonel Agnew and Captrin 
Marriott, by whom they were conducted to 
head-quarters in camp, escort(}d by the light 
company of the 33rd regiment. As they pass- 
ed, the tsoops were ordered to pay t'lemo the 
compliment of presented arms. « 

General B.airii now,de4ermined to search the 
most retired parts of Me pa)^, iij the hbpfi 
pf finding Tippoo. lie ordered the light com-, 
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. pany of the 74th regiment, followed by others, 
to enter the palace-yard. Tippoo’s troops wei'e 
immediately disarmed, and we proceeded to 
make the search' through » many of the apart- 
ments. Having, intreated the killcdar, if he 
had any rp^ard for hisr own life, or thaf of his 
Sultaun, to inform us wheire he wps concealed,

he put his hands *upon*tbe,h^t pf my sword, 
and, in the most solemn manner, protested 
that the Sultaun .w'as not jin 4he palatic, hpt 
that he had been wounded during the storm. 


and lay in a gateway on the north face of the 
fort, whither he oflerell'lo^cffndiiot us‘; q;id if 


it was found that he had deceived us, said, the 
General might^inflict on him what jTtinjsh- 


ment he pleased. General ‘Baird, ou ♦hearing 
the report of the killedav, proceeded to thc' 
gateway, Iv’hich was covered with many hun- 
dreds of the slain., ^Tie^ujinnber of the dead, 
and the darkness of the place, made It diffi- 
cult .to distinguish one person from another, 
and the sc^ne' \vas 'altogether shocking ; but. 


dwai-e^of the great political importance of 
ascertaiiting, beyond the possibility of doubt, 
the death of Tij)poo, the bodies were ordered 


to be dragged out, and Jlhe kijledar. iuid the 
athfer w'ore desired to examine 

fhem aft<^ another. This, however,^ 
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appeared endless ; and, as it now was becoming 
dark, a light was procured, and I accompanied’ 
tlie killedai’ into the gateway. During the 
search we discovered a wounded person lay- 
ing under the Sultaun’s palankeen : this man 
was aftervfards ascertained to be R^^h Cawn, 
one of Tippbo’s most confidential servants ; 
he had attended'diis master during the whole 
of the day; and, on being made acquainted 
with the object* of our search, he pointed out 
the* spot where the Sultaun had fallen. By a 
faint glimmering li^ht it whs difficidt for the 
killedar to recognize the features ; but the 
body being brought out and satisfactorily 
proved to he that of the Sultatfti, was convey- 
ed in a f alankeeii to the palace, where it was 
tigain recognized by the eunuchs and other 
servants of the family.' , 

Whan 'I’ippoo was*brougiit from under the ' 
gateway his eyes were open, and the body 
was so warm, that for a few moments Colbnel 
Wellesley and myself were doablfid whether 
he was not alive : on -feeling his pulse and 
heart, that doubt was removed. He liad four* 
wounds, three in the body, and one dn the 
temple j the bail haviag.ent§i:cd a little above 
the right ear, audj^dodged in, the cheek. His 
dress consisted of a jacket of fine white linen, ' 
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• loose drawers of flowered chintz, with a trim-- 
sou cloth of silk and cotton round his waist : 
a hanHsoDGie pouch, witli a red and green silk 
belt, hung across his shotiWer : his head was 
uncovered, hi? turban being iost'in the confu^ 
sion of his ^all: he had au anlufet on his 
arm, but no ornament whatevcrr 

Fippoo was of low statuK.*, ootpulent, with 
high shoulders, and a short thick neck, hftit 
his feet and harfds were reidarkably siuitll ; 
his complexion was rather dark ; his eyes hlrge 
and prominent, \i*ith small .arched eye-brows, 
and his hose aquiline : he fiad ah appearance 
of ‘dignity, or j)erhaj>s “of stcrhnesiS. in liis 
cbtmtenance, Vhich distinguished him a(l>ove 
the common order people. • f*

To THE COMStlS^IONEBS FOB TfiE APFAfltS MtSOBE, 
Gentlemen, ^ ’ 

1.* 'llie CoiHSmipsiofi which 'accompanies 
thi?i letU'i;w4ll apprize you of llie nature and 
exUrnt of the poTvers which I •have de*emecf it 
ad\ isahlc to iuttust to you. These powers ' 
•necessarily sujK'itiOihj those u^iich I had dele- 
gated, Mluniig'ilie caftip5igiJ, to the Commis- 
sion appoh\,ted fo assist Tijeut.-Gcnofal fjar- 
l is, in ifif matters relating to political negotuB- 
•tioii. 'I'l^e ^favoiiral)k‘ siliiation of afliiirs in 
Mysore appearing to render my presence at 
Serin^fipatam (ytile unjiiecyssary, 1 have, again 
taken the resolution of remaminu at Madras ; 
and I thcrelpre propose to confide to you sucli 
a portion of ui}; authorit y as may enable yt>u, 
under my orders, to eflect a 4<ettltment of 
the country without my presence. Whatever 
three members of tlie Commission sljall d)e 
present at Seringapatam, on the arrival of 
this dispatch, jvitl proceeds immedi^lely to act 
under the Commission, and to,e»eculfe the in - * 
stfuclions contained in this letter. • 
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2. The restoration of represeirtative 
of the ancient family of the Rajahs of My- 
sore, accompanied by a partition of territory 
between the allies, in which the interests of 
the Marhattas "shonld be conciliated, appear- 
ing to me under all circumstances of the case 
to be the most advisable basis ,ou wliich any 
new settlement of the ceuniry can be rested, 
I have resolved to frame, without delay, a 
plan founded od these principles, and I hope, 
in the course of to-morrow, to be able t(f I’or- 
ward to you the ’articles of a treatj^i with pro- ‘ 
per instnictions annexed, fordlie purpose of 
carrying the aWvermentioned pkii) into e/Tect. 
‘*3. In the meanwhile it is absolutelv ne- 
cessary that certain measures- of precaution- 
should he ‘immediately adopted, in order to 
Kacilitatc the intepdc'cl aiTaugemcnt. "I’liese 
measures relate, fost, t# the satisfactign of the 
princij>al Mussnlmen sirdarsj and,of^the kille- 
dars of the spvcrai forts secondly, to the mode 
of removing ‘the family of I’ippoo Sultaun 
from Mysore, with the least practicable injury 
to their feelings. With regard to the first 
object, 1 have already forwarded to the Ho- 
^ nourable ' .Mr.. JHe^ry Wellesley a letter to • 
Meer AHunr, «nd a copy of a letter from the 
Nizdm to m6, which I trust w'ill enable you 
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.to give complete fatisfaction to Kuspoeer-ud- 
Deen ; and unless you, expect any consider- 
able advantage ^om bis, influence at Seringa* 
patam, in conciliating others of his religion, 

I desire that you will, takp the earliest mea- 
sures to indiihe him to repair to*Giiprumcon-* 
dah. Witli thp*other,leading.Musselm^ you 
should immedi£(£ely. enter into isuch specific 
engagements as shall }freclude the possibility 
of .-any ’alarm ih tl^ir minds, with inspect to 
their situation and prospects, unden any new- 
arrangement of the country.* 

4. . I rely 'on yoilr discretion to conclude 
such an ^axtgementr with as* little burth^ to 
the fidhhees of th(f cegnpany as-circumstw.ce$ 
will athiyt., 3'lie whole body of Tippoo s sir- 
dars ong^t not to become a^ exclusive charge 
upon* the company. ]jPh^’ must be eipployed 
and pr 9 vided for by t^ie.allies, and by the Ha-» 
jail of Mysore, collectively ; tibe families of the 
sirdai's slain during, the camj[)aigu must *0180 
be provided for in the same manner. 

5. The killedars who,hdye surrender^ and 
those wliO still hold forts in their poSsess^,. 
should be paid their aiTeais for the mpnth of 
April at least, with iheir*pay for i^ejoionlh of 
May, and &r as Jong a time,a& we^may leave 
them in charge of their Ibits. *Qn disaiisnng*

• any of them, liberal gratuities should be given 
them, for the purpose of conciliation. All 
these charges may hereafter <be adjusted 
between the allies. 

6. As soon as y,ou ^hall judge that youi 
arrangemcjuts with the remnant of the Mus- 
sulmen interest ,are in sufEcici;,*. forwardness, 
you will proceed to take, tUu necessary mea- 
sures for removing the family of llie Sullauii. 
Tlie details of this painful, but indispensal)le 
measure, cannot be intrusted to any peison 
more likely to coinbiuc evey} ollice.of huma- 
nity with the prudential precautions requhed 
by tlje occasion, ihaii Colonel \Vellcsley *, and 
I 'therefore commit to bis discretion, atti\ity 
and humanity, the whole’ amingomeift, sub- 
ject always to suclj suggestions asanay be oUer- 
edby the other meiiihers ol lliy C'rmmiSsion.

Colonel Doveton is also ap- 
pointed pay-master of stipends to the fami- 
ly anrl ho has been directed to make every 
possible prejiaration for their accommodation 
at Vellore. ‘After theit airivai,«o reasonable ex- 
pense-willbc spared to render their habitation 
•suitable to their former rank and expectation^; 
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and it is my Ix^ntion to give them a li- 
beral pecuniary allowance. Colonel Welles- 
ley will judge whether it may be necessary to 
give either to the gpJSiole, or to any branch of 
the family, any specidc assurance of the exact 
amount of the sums to* be allotte;^ to them,* 
respectively. ^Jf any^such p^ticular explana- 
tion ‘should* necessary for their satis- 

liKtion, I ^authorize you to make the allot- 
ment of stipcml to each of •them, aS well for 
the establishment of the Zenana, provided 
that the total sinn iSr the *nKiintenanoe of the 
wholu family* l>e liot* stated at more than three, 
or at- the utmbst f(wr lacs of ])a2odas. The 
soii'i oT*tJje late Sultiyiu may *be accompanied 
by su«h^ attojidants as they" may select, pro- 
\itled the nigaiber be not so great. as to endan- 
ger the public, trampiillity, or to fofhi a point 
of union for the adliereiits* of the late Sultanux 
It might he desirable, that* Ali K(iza should 
accompany tlie princes, as lie appears to be 
attached to the interests or tliQ Company, and 
at the same time to enicrtaiu considcrablfe 
allection for the princes. The females find chil- 
dren of the several families must follow the 
princes as speetfily as possible.

7. I 'have leafticd, with jllfc utmost degree 
of surprize and conceiu/tliat thb Zenana in 
the palaqje of thb ^^ultalf^a was * s(jp.rclied for 
treasure,* some time after \he capture of* th© 
place : I could have wished, for the, lipdour of 
the British •name, tliat the apartments of <he 
women, had not beep disturbed* In the 'heat 
*aud confusion of an asssuilt, sucli excesses are 
frequently unavojdahie ; but I shqll /or ever 
lament, that this scene should have been acted

long<ifter the contest had subsided^ and when .

I have directed General Stuan' to make a tem- 
porary arrangement for the government of thilt 
province; and until I shall have received Ifts 
report, I cannot decide the system of measures 
most eligible to be adopted,, in that (juartcr.

11. The present regulation isdonyded nn 
,an opinion that the Coinyiaudci-in-Chiefinay 
uot always he at Iii)er(y to act in a political 
capacity, and that he may not ho able jo spaj*e 
more than one of his coi 4 fidenjlial .stall' fr»>m 
about his ‘person. My selection of Lieui.- 
Oolonol Close has been directed, not only 
by ipy knowledge of his extraordinary talents, 
proficiency in the native languages, and ex- 
perience in the native manneDs and customs, 
but my dctjpnmuo,tion to eslstblish him in the 
4mportanf office of Kesident Avith the RaiaL 
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of Mjfsore, as sodb a$ lliat prince shall he 
’placed on the Musnud* You will observe, 
that the Conftnission enjtnns all the Commis- 
sioners, and persons^' bmplojjred* under them, 
to take ^ oatn of secfecy,«previously to their 
entering upon their functfons; you wHl there- 
fore commuuie^ a oopy of Commission 
to any member whpmiay happen to be absent 
from Sepugapatam when the dispatch shall 
arrft^e; but the contents of thfs dispatch must 
not be commuuichted by the person to whom 
it is. addressed to -any pprson who shall not 
have tsfkeii tlie*oath of secrecy prescribed in

12* It has occurred to me, that the remof- 
val of your met^tiugs to Bangalore might have 
an Useful. efl^t in drawing the multitude of 
Mussulmeu from Seriugap^tam. Thisnvould 
enable commandant of Ibe fort tP com- 
mence the repair or improvement of*the for- 
tification, and to proceed inolearing the place, 
and making it strictly a militdry station. I 
recodtmend the eaiiiest’possible attei^en to' 
this measure, as being of essential importance 
to our security ip Mysore. ^ •

The ptiucipla of paxtition between* the 
Nizam and the Company, psunied in the iirst^ 
and secotyl articles, is,^ tiiat* each pai’t}^ sjiould 
retain, in direct .sovereignty, an equal sliaE& of* 
unencumbered .territorial revenue, deduction 
being mad^frorfAboth-si^fes the^nount of 
the pensions for jaghires, of which ^eqebr party 
lias agreed to bear the charge. * • 
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2. The allowances made bj Tippo© Sul- 
taun to his family, aiyi that of Hyder, includ- 
ing the whole expenses of Jlie 'maintenance 
of every branch of the families, did not exceed 
1,12,116 Canteria pagodas. 

3. It was, however, thought advisable to 
allot a larger sum for this purpj.se, as well with 
a view to meet the first .expen,ses of settling 
the families in the Caruatic, as the, increased 
chai'ge of maintidniiig thc yoivuger sons of the 
late Sultaun (nine in nuniher) as they snail 
advance in years; The yojifigest of the four 
princes, now at Vellcne, ‘is about hfieen yt'ars 
of age.

those acquisitions are capable to yield a gross 
revenue, equal to, the sums in column 4. 

,1'he late Tippoo Sultaun raised his jumma- 
bundy, in the year 1796, by augmenting his 
land-rent three Canteiia fanams on each pa- 
goda (ten fgnams), sujiposing tlie country to 
be capalle of bearing this augmentation. 
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He also charged his jummahundj with half a ■ 
faiiam, as a tax ou shi;ofrs, and a quarter of 
a lauam as a. duty on tqba^o. The tv\’t> last 
articles wejje absurdly adde^ to the land-rent, 
as well as the first, the ^vbole'^amounting to 
3 1 fanains on every ten fanam^ ; so that by 
this increase cyf ry ten by tha preceding jum- 
niabifndy becajiie fot the new jnmmabundy,

There were, however, some inconsiderable 
arlicles of the revenue excluded from contrl- 
bufingtoJaards tk\s augmentation; such £iA tlj.c 
rents of*lau(t,fartned*%r portions of the pro-

uol'procure qn exact account of the amount 
of itemii Jeft.out m fgrming the increase, I 
have supposed, for the convenience^of calcula- 
tion* that the, incre.*^, of 1796 extended to 
the A^hole gross revenue, and by following’this 
mode„I Jiavc estimated the increase in column 
2 of the statement .greater than it really, was; 
consequently, column 3 or is estimated 
lower than it otherwise should be, if the 
<letail of the whole increase had been* ac; 
curately ascertained. 

The sums in Canteria pagoda^iti tlie tlihd 
column, dr in star pagodas in the fourth, may, 
in my opinion, be considerefd as^ nearly the* 
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• fair jummabuudy which may hereafter be 
expected ; though I ,camiot take upon my- ' 
self to assert, that^thCf several districts ought 
to yield revenue, equal, to this valuation of 
them.

If some of che districts should be over-rated 
in this estimate, dt is probable that others are 
under-valueA. I think itis .not unreasonable 
to expect, that in the aggregate , the whole 
may, in the course of three or four years, 
produce a revenue equal to the amount of 
“column 4; and if from this sum oiie-liftli, be 
deducted, for the seveira! heads of enaums lo 
pagodas, ^c., and for defraying all charges of 
collection, there would remain to the Coraj^any 
a clear revenue of near twelve lacks of star 
pagodas annually. 

Should this estimate* of the new acqiiisi- 
■^tions be hereafter * found, through better in- 
formation, to be materially erroneous, ^ hope 
it will be remembered that 1 Ibllowed the 
truest scale whieh can at present be procured. 
Much , will always <iepend on the skill and 
talents of persons employed in the manage- 
ment of, revenue. 

, I have an account of the anmuni of the .

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and information sufficient to prove, that the 
schedule of the Mysore venue, given to the 
confederates in 1792, was a false statement of

1 have the ^)k!asute to lay before you an 
abstract df the jummabundy,* and a lis’t of 
the several forts of the late Tippoo Sultaun. 
As he hitd •given new hames to all forts and 
the residence of his asophs, the proper, or 
former name, i5 affixeiT fo- each division and 
fort, for *the convenience of geographical in- 
formation.®’^ , 

The Sultaun’s mistaken system^of revenue 
collection operated in a great degree towards 
reducing his receipts, by his having increased 
the. number of aumildarries to ten times as 
many as had usually been the proportion 
under all fcyrincr GrftverntnentS*of fhe Mysore 
dominions.

'Fhe Sultaun raised his jummabundy in 
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the year 1795, by adding about nineteen lacks 
of Canteria pagodas . to his former jumma : 
but this increase was only ideal ; as I am in- 
formed by men, of whose veracity • I have a 
high opinion, that since the yetr 1792, hi^i 
receipts rwere aimuAlly from twenty -five to 
tliirty-five. lack^ of Canteria ^pagodas. His 
actual annual disburseineuts are estimated at 
forty lacks of Canteria pagodas*,, since the 
treaty of 1792 ; so that it'aj)pears a consider- 
able portibn of his expenses must have been 
taken from the treasure collected b}’ his fallier. 

All the asophs and aiWiiildars* under his (ro- 
vernment werc Moannen, vvho yerc seldom 
chosen for any other reason than their being 
Mahomedans ; and «altliough ' the wliole of 
them had un oath of fidelity adn'inistcred 
to them, the embezzhiiiiient of .public revenue 
by the several classes of servants is supposed 
to have amounted amiually totifteen or twenty 
lack's of Cjuiteria pagodas. The jagheers for 
the support of ■ troops, which amount 1o about 
five lucks of Canteria pagodas, do not appear 
in the statement; the valuation of them is 
included in the revenue.

2. The peculiar situation of the sons of 
the late Tippob Sultfwun must be considered to 
exempt tl{em from the jurisdiction of any of 
our Courts of justice! That exemption, how- 
ever, cannot extend to the servants and de- 

* peudfints of thosft* prii\ces.* The agent of 
Abdxil Khalik, *fn fhe commission of the sup- 
])osed iiiurde^ should be tried,* with » view to 
bring* tlfet agent to justice, ^d to establish 
tlie facts iiely,ting to the innoc^ce or guilt of 
Abdul Khiilik,*hy a legal process. * • * 

3. *In examining tljS& declarations taken at 

Vellore on this occa^on, I *Qbserve Ijiat the 
person stated to have conveyed poison to the 
deceased female slave# was infcvri^ed “ that his 
life could be saved only .by declaring the 
truth.” • • , • 

4. Tliis intimation cannot justly preclude 
the trial and eventual condemnation of that 
person, but in the event or his i^omftction, any* i 
promise of the nature stated wouM, of .course, 

r induce your Lordship to spare his life. 
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5. Jf the charge against Abdul &halik 
should appear to be. proved by the result of 
the trial of the agent, the <jnly punishment 
which can properly be inflicted on the prince 
will he, reduction of his allowances, and an 
additional restraint upon his person, 

6. If it should appear 'ilearly from the 
evidence, tltat Abdul Khulikhas instigated this 
atrocious crime, your Lordship will l)e pleased 
to direct the commandant of» Vellore to alford 
that prince an opportunity of stating his' de- 
fence to your Lordship iw- Council ; and if 
your Lordship should le cohviilced, after hav- 
ing' examined .that* defence, of the guilt of 
Abdul Khalik, 1 request that your Isordship 
will he pleased '^o reduce Abdul Khalik 's al- 
lowances;. at least, in pro])orticai of one-lmlf, 

and that you will conb.ie him a close prisoner 
to the Fort of Vellore, for, at least, six months. 

7. It is impracticable to bring Abdul 
Kh'ahk to g regular trial, but puhiic example, 
and the necessity of preventing si^ch atro- 
cious g;!ccesses, will require that he should be 
punished, at least, to the extent specified in 
this despatch.

I am directed to acknowledge ^he receipt 
of your letter ol the 10th instant, and to com- 
municatc to* yon , the ‘following resolutions 
and orders « of the Honorable the Governor- 
General in Coancll, on th^ subject of the 
stipends to be assigned for the support of the 
I'artvlies of the Mysore ^Princes, and on oUier 
points coilneAedVitlWfiat arrangemeiit. 

2. * The jdan^s.u omitted tvith your letter 
abot*e acknowledged, was ^amed with re- 
ference Jto, the principle stlrod in Mr. Ed- 
monstonf’s letter to you, of the’ 9th ultimo, 
and 5'our calculations l^]|pear to the Governor- 
General in Council |e have, proceeded on the 
most ttCjui table and fair cousideratidb of the 
actual wants of each family. ^ Tlyit principle, 
as apjdjed to the families^ of the Princes, still, 
appears to the Governor-General inpeuncil 
to constitute the most just measure of allow- * 
ance, which cjin be adojrted in for min g a 
general arrangement for.flieir^ubsislence, and, 
the sums which, ;^u have proposed for the 
maintenance of each indiviiTual, ^appeal- to 
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Governmeut to be Mly adequate to* their 
support. . 

3. ' With respect, however, to the personal 

allowance to the Pciuces,*the Governor-Gene- 
ral in Council has, ©n full consideration, de- 
termined, adopt a'diflerent principle, viz., 
that of dividing ‘the Princes ento classes, in 
the manner 'in which^ thpy* were divided at 
the period wlieu the original settlement was 
made by the Cbmmissioners'for the Allairs 
of Mysore', and assigning to the individuals 
composing each elass, allmVances of equal

principle stated in your instructions .of the

‘ 5** The Governor-General in Council has 
therefone determined to adopt ,the plan above

allowa'nces to “the Princes^ \vith reference to 
* the classes^ in which they will be placed, and 
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the allowances to the family of each Prince, 

' with reference to the nmnher and rank of the 
individuals composing it. 

6. With respect ‘to the amount of the 
dlowance, it, has been stated ini the preceding 
part of this letter, that the sums^p^oposed by 
you, for the members of each family, are, in 
the opinion of the’9rf)ve5nor-General inCoun- 
ciT, fully liiflicient for their maintenance, and 
that rate of allow'ance is aicordingly sanc- 
tioned by Government. 

7. 111* fixing •Uie personal allowances, it is 
necessary 'to tear in ^ffind the principle on

of Trpjpoo Stiltan, the usiispation of Hyder

•founded, was totally ai\d finally overthro>vn. 
In consequence jof that event, a considerable 
portion of tjie ancient Terntgry of Mysore was 
restored to the representative olf its ’legitimate 
sovereign. * The conquered family of Hyder 
and Tippoo, 1^ falling undbr the absolute 
j)ower, came ‘for jthat ^.ery reason under the 
protection^ of tht Conqueror, and found them- 
selves, t)y the civilized spirit of European 
w arfare, and by- the j)eculiar character Of the 
Europi'uix, enemy, who had subdued them, 
entith'd to ting t(?tider.»nd liberal treatment 
which •tliq^v hav(.‘ in leality expericigjed. . No 
countenauee could, be given by any circum- 
stance of, our demcanom; towards them to any 
claim they might still harbour to tl>e dominions 
of Tipptx), an(l a ros^’funt of their persons, 
togetlu'r with a stiicjt observation of their 
conduct, vas obviously noceissary in the early 
])eriod, and in tlie first circumstances of their 
captn'ity. But, consistently wi^ these objects, 
th('y wx're felt by the generous cliaracj;er of 
our country, to ))e pei’sons entitled to all* the • 
consideration which belongs to illustrioug birth, 

and to the teudeniestf wlftc.h is dup*to iiiisfoi;- 
* , • • # 
tune, especiMly in^a vanquished enemy. . 

These sentiments, therefore, bccanle the 
basis f>f our condifet towards the •family . ol’ 
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Tippoo, and prevailed in tlie arrangement- 
adopted for their support as far a$ prudence 
would permit. , , 

We havt to . inquire, therefore, what change 
in these j^inbiples, the events of Vellore, arid 
the transplantation of this fa^nily to Bengal, 
should induce. ' . * * 

I confess, that to me, the principle appears 
to remain the same, and 'that a change only 
in some particidars of the arrangement is ten- 
dered advisable by the ne^ occurrences just 
adverted to. • 

Itjstill become^ ns to show as much generosity 
topiards these families as ,is consistent '-with 
public security under present . circumstances, 
and these I think will be founds on considera- 
tion, rather to admit o/* relaxation than to 
require an augmentation of rc.'ftraint. 

We could not, at any time projmtio ,to pur- 
chase the fnendly mind of this family l)y any 
liberality we showed them. It was contrary 
to nature that they sltould conceive affection 
or tittachment towards the immediate authors 
of sucji calamities as had falleii upon their 
^house, or ‘■that J^hey shohld, in tUeir hearts, re- 
nounce the prt;tcnsionM to their Father’s Crown, 
which tliey had been taught, and accustomed 
from theii- infancy, to consider as their in- 
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• heritance. It was with this knowledge that we 
» determined to treat th^m in their misfortunes 
with liberality aiM ^kindness. Feeling our- 
selves at liberty to take ^ur Oym precautions 
against their natural epmity t© the British 
power, we never reckoned on thleir friendly 
dispositions as dijy part of our security. 

• Consisrtently* witn these considerations, it 
appears to me thaUthe insurrection at Vellore, 
so* far as it is to be ascribed to the agency of 
this fum^y, or ajiy member of it, may have 
afforded perhaps* a cq^ftmiation of, but has 
made *110^ real chanjj^ ih,^the.scntimeu#s which 
w'ere sflreaefy entertained concerning their dis- 
position^ at thp very time when liberality was 
adopted as the fit principle of qur behaviour 
towards them.

Tin* (piestion that remains is, what limitation 
of thyt generosity 'prudence requites in the 
present circumstances ? 

Much, in my opinion, has IJfSen done towards 
security by the r<'movJ^| of these families from 
the Coast to Bengal. They are wuthdi»awu 
from the sphere of their natural influence, and 
are transferre(l to d cauntry iij^ Vhich they 
cannot coitnt one partizan, or btie public, fnen^, 
but in which they are subject’to the dose and* 
constant obseiwatjon of Govermnent itself. 
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surrounded by all the means of vigilance- and 
control which are possessed at the seat of 
authority. ^ 

For these reasons, I am mys?elf satisfied 

r • • ^ , 

that personal » restraint may Ixi not* oidy di- 
minished,* but in* a great degree, and subject 
to some exceptions, safidy wjllidmwai ; and I

My firat pj'npositio» then is, th.tjt, subJ/Tf to 
inodijic.ations and v.rccpjions u'/nrh ’ J shall 
noti(\‘ hereafter, a JijSek i^lowanee be settled on 
each of th4 Princes^ which 'is to defray jil\ their 
expenses of every description, under their own 
management, anti in any residence approved by 
Government which t^e.y^may choose to provide 
for themselves in Calcutta, or its immediate 
vicinity.

That th(v should be inade clearly to un- 
derstand that the allowance is nt*\(u* to be

increased, 'but is to cimtinue the same, not- 
withstanding any addition ^to the number of 
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their Families, or any unforeseen changes that

That the allowQjic^ u to he considered as 
their IHstate, for the deficiencies^ of which 
(iloi'ermn^it icill not provide asi^ more than it 
does in the case of other individuals, and which 
will not he ditnhiished, except in ease of mis- 
conduct or ahnse.* • *

It iipist expressed, also veiy explicitly, 

that tlie setth'irten? is made "only for the lives 
of tln^ ])resent Princes respectively, and that 
on their deeeas(‘,^ovemmeftt reserves to itself 
the right ‘of ^ogsuleriii^ anew tlie nature and 
luuouii^ of the ])r<v\ isioii*to he madt* for their 
descendants and families. • 

I sluoilU lulw wish to consider the advan- 
tages and <lisad\'antages of this plair, compared 
witli tlu* pres(.‘ut syst<j«i^ 

First, with a viev^ to tlje comfijrt of the 
Prinefts Jlnd their families.—^ 

On this point it is perfiictlyjisaertained, and 
indeed,.it is inij)ossiblc tl^t it should be other- 
wise, that the 2)rincipal^Tfevance of tjieir pre- 
sent condition, or to spt'ak more adequately of 
it, the princij)iil sourc('. of their present un- 
Jnippiness is,' the hurajliatioit o? having the 
interior niauagembnt of their •domestic life, 
with all its details, withdrawn from their own 
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charge, and placed in that of strangdrs. I 
shall not enlarge on < this topic, because no 
doubt attends it. ' , . 

The present j)ropositi6n, as it affects them, 
is to discharge tlidm from confine.ment into 
houses of. their own, And to couA^ert them from 
state prisoners into heads of Ijiniilies. If this 
can be done with safety, ami? Vihalf no doubt be

happy in the opportunity of confen’ing.so sub- 
stantial a benefit and so grekt a consolatmn 
on these objects of ngitional liberality and 
kindness.

In ‘Bengal, the Mysore Briuces.pws^'ss un- 
dotibtedly no present poAvcr to hurt us. 

They must either C5‘eate it by intwgue, or 
escape to some other country, AAdu're tjiey may 
be supposed to possess i^i • 

Intriguy, by th*e conunuuication of their 
own emissaries A\*ith other men, or ‘by tlunr 
own personal cQjjjmunication with the emissa- 
ries of others, is as practicable at their present 
residence of Russipugiah, and must always 
remain so, under any management, short of 
absolute imprisonment, which neither has been 
* ttttr can be proposed, as in a prb’ate house at* 
Calcutta. . It irf true tliat tliey iu’e. now attended 

by a certain number of Police Officers, which

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treates, no doubt, a difficulty in the way of 
such- practices ; but as it does not present 
insurmountable obstacjes, the only difference 

is to the PriiicSs, And not to us, for tlie evil,

so far as regards us, may be incurred with 
equal ceftaJhty in one case as, in the other, 
and it would Qiily cost the Princ<!s*a trouble-

Tf if fs *sui<l thjjt they arp now under the 
care and superintendence of Lieut.-Colonel

^ut* Avith wlioiA, and for w^iat object is the 
intri«;ue to be conducted ? what inducements 
hjive ,they to pro})Ose lo partizans ? and how 
are 4hey to conceal^ under the verj’^ eye of 
C overament, * such *in3ications of extwisive

designs ]|an(l none others ai*e worthy of notice) 
as the smallest degree of success must jneces- 
sarily present to a vigilant irifjpebtion ? 

Thc*se objections are 'equally applicable tt> 
the case of escape. 


They might escape noAv, if they had a strong 
motive to at^mpt k, ■^ith a fcAW preparatory 
’ mcasuresi»attended perhaps with a little troubfe, 
but no difficulty. Buf to wiiat region of tlm 
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world would they escape ? In every p|irt of 
Mysore, supposing all the difficulties of a 
flight from Bengal to that distant point sur- 
mounted, they must fiii/l/ themselves in an 
enemy’s country , and must be prisoners again, 
before they could occupy friendlj’^ ground 
enough to erect their standard upon. 

None of the Native Princes of India have 
any common interest with them, or any desire 
for the restoration of Hyde^’s kingiiom; 

Which of them will embark their own for- 
tune in^o desperate an adventure ? 

To these argument^ of seciirity against 
their escape, or any danger to be appiyhended 
from it if accomplished, we must add U con- 
sideration very^ powerful with them, I mean 
the necessity of dt'serting in such a ’’case dieir 
women and families, who co’.dd not accom- 
pany* their flight, ,aiid ‘abandoning them to 
the severity and disgrace' which they' would 
imagine likely to be tlie consequence of such 
a step. * 

* If events in India sSiould produce any alter- 
ation in these views, it would tlien rest with 
Government to adopt their measures to the 
occasion ; bi t, under the piesenl circumstances, 
I ‘'confess I see nt> danger from a relaxation in 
ihe persoukl restraints 6f the Mj’^sore Piinces. 
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I would next try the measure on the foot- 
ing of economy* and convenience. 

The comparative Estimate, /narked A, an- 
nexed to jthie minute, thiII shcJw a saving in 
annual expenditure of Sicc^ Rs. .30,892 in 
favour of tlxe nt^ plan j although 1 have been 
induced considerations? which*! shall after- 
wards oxplciin, to propose in that p^an some 
augmentation to •the' present allowances.^ The 
saving which results from this estimate is not 
fallacious* for it if? exclusive of one branch of 
tlie present expejidit^re^the amount of which 
cannot jj(? correctly ascertained, altUougll it is 
known to be* vefy considerable indeed,— I 
mean the incidental charges of all kinds, in- 
cluding repairs of Iniilding, ftirniturfi, &c., and 
a muftitude of more iifinu^e particulars, wl/ich 
can neitiier be computed n^ controlled ; and 
if thatf hbad of the preserft expenditure be 
taken into account, at the most, moderate esti- 
mate which has been suggested to me, the . 
balance in favour of tife plan now proposed 
will not fall below a lac of rupees per annum. 

It is a great adv^ita^’e of the^ prtsposed 
plan, in point* of economy as !wefl as conve-* 
nience, that tlie vshble charge l^s •reduced to a 
certain invariable amount, and that no room is 
left to the very brtrthensome consequencfes. 
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either of abuse or neoligtnice, in conducting 
the domestic economy of so large a com- 
munity. 

Another advantage rt'sulting from this plan 
is, that fhe- advance of a very' considerabh^ 
capital, which must ha\e bt'cn cxptmded in 
the purchase of gi’ouhd abd tjic (.‘opstructiou 
of very’^ ♦‘xtensive buildings, w'ill bc j>rocluded. 
The probable amount of this will apjrear, in 
the annexed papers. 

The frequent alteration which must have 
been made in the allowai'ct'S to be allotted to 
each family on the fonner 'princij/le, so as to 
meet the varying circumstances of increast; 
or diminution in its numbers, marriages, births, 
funerals, and other domestic occurrences, is 
an inconvenience fmohi'Vhich ihe m*w plan is 
entirely exempted; and ■(iovc’rnmenl, as avcII 
as die gmitlemen more immediately emjdoyed, 
will be relieved from the constant and vexa- 
tious discontents, jealousii's, complaints, and 
dispussi6ns which th<? former sy'st(mi was cal- 
culated to produce;, and of w'hieh there has 
already', iis this short period, lyc*en such ample 
Experience. • , 

It cannot but be hit, the. bare statemc-ut of 
the propofiition, tJiat to retain twelv<*. families 
composed at present of iqjwards of 300 per- 
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* sons, and subject to tlie natiu'al growth of 
all societies, espec^ly* when favoured by po- 
lygamy, aird an unlirtiited number of females, — 
to retain, J f^y, a multitude iui tlie' condition, 
and to provide for them on the footinjg, of state 
prisoners of I’aiik, must be an undertaking of 
such difficuPty, tjognprexity, and embarrass- 
ment, as,ttJwbecome in the end impracticable. 

The whole of tllcse embarrassments are re- 
moved by the “plan 1 have now die hoflour to 

recimuiicnd. •» • »

My ne'xt jV’opbsitioiwrelates to the amount 
of alKwanQes. , • \ • 

While* Go veniment M'as itself to provide, for 
the makitf nance of tin; families, and to direct 
the, expenditure, the principle adapted of regu- 
latin*g the amcyint of jhaQh allowance, according 
to the respective nuiubers and condition of the 
members comjiosing the fiimilies, was the only 
one which could with propriety bj? resorted to ; 
but ou the new jiroposition of committing the 
allowance to the direction of each, family 
for itself, it appears to me everj" ivay more 
just and convenient to recur to the .principle 
formerly (*stablishe.d at*Vellore,T-^l mean that 
of classes, — allotting diiferent* allowances, on 
proper grounds of discrimination, * to each 
class, but assigning the same sdlowunce to 
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each member of tlie sapae class. The different 
circumstances of the families comprised within 
the same classes will, no doubt, r make the 
smaller mdre affluent than the more numer- 
ous; but thi.4 difference must l>e perpetually 
varying; it^is an advantage o^-, disadvantage, 
depending very much, bn jheir otvn choice or 
discretion. They will, in this'respept^ stand 
precisely 'on the same footing witli every otjier 
head ctf a family who has a fixed income. A 
bachelor will always find hin^self more affluent 
on the same fortune thru a father of ‘a family, 

and the husband of oiM?'wnfe withdcwaihildren 

* • * • • 

will be richer than the father of .fifty cnildren 
by as many mothers; j)rovided-tl]C' alloMance 
be sufficieuj; for the largest establishment ac- 
cording to the rank of^t^ person at the head 
of it; he has no right* to complain of tlje acci- 
dental, aiftl probejbly t«jmporary, advantage 
enjoyed by others whose establishments hap- 
pen to be smaller. 

The inequality in« the provision made for 
tjic different families, which I now propose to 
remove as far as the case admits, has been in 
reality anotti^r, jind I may say the second, 
principal sourcqof discontent* and heaHbuming 
in these ‘societies. 

The classes formerly established seem to me 
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to hav^ been well considered, and to have 
•been founded on the mpst rational, as well as 
most liberal, considerations; regard was had 
to the rank, and birth* of all in the provisions 
assigned to them, but the •difference in their 
habits was also attended tp. It wag fi reason- 
able and considerate distinction, which was 
made in favor of’tl^pse^who had* already en- 
joyed spletidour'and distinction, and to whom 
every descent foont their fdhner condition 
might be supposed to add a sense of degrada- 
tion to thu diminution of fortune. Those who 
had not quitted, th5 retired and compai-atively 
plain and frugal life^of the*Zenuna had not*this 
sentiment, to agg^ravate their new condition, 
and* have, been .reared ip . the knowledge of, 
and. Muth a perfect preparation fos, the lot 
which dias been assigned to them. In the de- 
sire of iniproving their, situations, they claim, 
indeed, ^n.equalitv vith their «lder brothers in 
attaining manhood, ajid allege that, being ‘the 
sons of the same father, they arfi degraded by 
every mark of inferiority to them. tliis 

is an argument that would equally serve ev*ery 
younger brother m England who is Ae son of 
the same father with his 'elden brotlier, and , 
who, nevertlfeless, protests in vaiii:) on the plea 
of degradation, against the law *of primogeni- 
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ture. That the Princes of the first claps were 
bom earlier than thosfi of the second does not, 
indeed, constitute a ••personal merit in the 
former, but .may yet, without injustice, as we 
see in Europe, he made the foundation of ine- 
quality ^n the distribution t>f fortune. I do 
not believe, indeed, that the principle of equa- 
lity in the Ibrtune or.ireqtmthit v)f all the sons 
of the same father, is l)v any means established 
in the practice' of Mussidiuan families, and 
especiall}^ in those of sovereij^n or higli riuik. 
The distinction Iv'tween thf^third dess and the 
second is only temposcarv, Imt (lurii>ji; its period 
is founded on naturaf fitness and cojivenionce. 
The establishment for children ami. minors is, 
and must be, in all^ countrie*s of tlio world, 
more limited than that of persons who have 
attained the age of nia^pood, when tliat natural 
distinction ceases.’ TJie third class will be 
placed *on the same footing with tht^ second, 
although it may be w(>rthy of consideration 
whether the period of minority may not be 
properly extended- somewhat beyond the very 
earfy age at which it terminates in these 
countries- 

I am induaed tO propose some additions to 
the • present, allowances,- for the following 
reasons : — 
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. • Istly. A more exact economy may be sup- 
posed to prevail ^under the prudent and atten- 
tive control pi' tlie g^enriemen who »ow preside 
over the affairs of tliese fasnilies thim can be

depended upon wlien the managements is com- 
mitted freely to Jjiemselves. 

2ndly. A medical <j8taf\Jishment,» house-rent, 
and* the whole hhad of incidental charges, to

3rdh\ The a^owfmce cM the first claso must 
be adapted, to the scale of •the tnoat numerous 
and ehargeabl<; faanily, and the proposed 
incofne of jthat class will r 3 ,ther fall below than 
exceed tjie allowance which it has been found 
necessary, even on the'*»olil plan, to assign to 
the Futteh Hyder. . •

4thly., 1 really think that tlu!.present amount 
of allowances to tlie sons of Tipgoo, in *all 
cases exc^t that of Futteh Hydet, falls some- 
what short of the general»pwnciple of 4t And 
becoming liberality applicable to this occasio*n*, 
as it has been described in the earl^ part of 
this Minute. Some reduction ®f tlie allow- 
ances first established at Vellore. I entirely 
approve of, because tliose allowances afforded 
the means of acciimtilation, which might be 
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applied to improper purposes, or might at least, 
suggest designs of a nature troublesome to us, 
and probably fatal to .themselves. But the 
former allbwance of the first class will, accord- 
ing to my proposition, suffer an abatement of 
two-fifths,. and, after that, retrenchment cannot 
by any management, besides supplying the 
indispensable demands of a family, ftirnish any 
dangerous resources. But, to preclude the 
possibility of this, and for the pur])ose of 
avoiding an inconvenience of a dirojctly t>j)po- 
site nature — 1 meai^ the contracting of debts 
— I„shall, propose sojne subordinate reg^ilations 
calculated to prevoait these evils. F piio])ose 
that Lieut.-Colouel Richardson, besides "the 
habitual inspection and observation of tfieir 
conduct, should be so far charged also with 
the superintendence of their interior economy 
as to receive from them periodical accounts, 
under general heads, of their expenditure, with 
the power of calling for the vouchers when 
the occasion may s^em to him to require it. 
The points to which his attention \\nll be di- 
rected must be both whether the expenditure 
is too siii^ll, i^nd ivhetlier it i§ too great. In 
tlie first case, the notice of Government will 
be called to any indication of such accumula- 
tion as the public, can have a possible interest 
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in. 1ft the second, provision will be mad< 
out of the subsequent# month’s or quart&'i 
allowance for discharging any arrears inctnrred 
by excess of expense* in the former ; and th« 
knowledge of this, on the^art*of the families 
themselves, will, no doubt, serve Jo, give an 
early check to irlegular or prodigal dispositions, 
while a steady e^spcutian of this wholesome 
regulation wU prevent the growth of debt to 
any inconvenient^ amount. * 

The provision I propose for tlie second'class, 
though it* will bear a highei^ proportion to the 
first than *at Vejlore. c^es not appear to me 
more than equal to,the Bstablishmerd which is 
mitctble to the .rank of the persons concerned* 

I have paid* that these propositions were 
tendered .under some exceptions* and modi- 
fications. , , 

Tlie first exception# is ^pzezoodeen. *No 
part of this plan is intended to inclhde him ; 
and 1 shall take tin? liberty, on ^ subsetpient 
day, to .bring fon\’’ard a clistintt and separate 
proposition for him and ^is* family. ^ • 

The modification of the liberty proposed* to 
be given to th^ Mysore Princes is ^n the case 
of Futteh Hyder. The ‘part jheJias acted in 
the world, and th,e ‘habits of command he had 
acquired, may be supposed tcT leave his mind 
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more accessible to the suggestions ambi- 
tion, and more easily attracted by projects of 
enterprise than his brotliers. On this account 
I would propose that a more active vigilance 
be exercised over 'liim, and for that purpose, 
that a small' Police Establishment, to be con- 

* t 

certed with Lieut.-Colonel Richardson and 


Mr. Blaquiere, should, be stationed at his house, 
with such powers and instructions as may be 
hereafter approved. 

A feecond modification may be found ad- 
visable, if not necessarj', in the case of the 
youngest class, who tire yet under the execu- 


tive .charge of tlieir mothers. It may be 
thought, on fiirther consideration, iuiposVtible 
to commit tlie management of the alloM'ances 


intended for those families to the mothers, 


placed, as they would 'be, in separate' resi- 
dences, without the protection or control of 
any male' relative. 1 understand that some 
disorder and inconvenience prejudicial to the 
interests of the' children, and perhaps to tlie 
reputation of the families, might be appre- 
hended from this state of things ; I may, 
therefore, have occasion to propose some 
provision for obviating this difficulty when, 
further progress is made in adjusting the details 
of the plan ; btif, in the meantime, while I am

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enabled to say that any variation to be occa- 
sioned by these considerations will not add to 
the total amount of annual expenditure con- 
tained in the annexetf estimate* * .

ments .whioh I have stated regarding the 
im^diate objeAs of die suggested arrange- 
ments, 1 propose that the following resolutions 
be passed, and tfiht a «opy*of diem be trans- 
mitted to Lieut. -Gplonel Richardson and 
Mr. Bl 3 .<Juiere, with directiofts to communi- 
cate the ^ubstancd pf them to the Princes, in 
such manner as they jlidge most becoming 
and discreet, and to teke the proper steps for 
carrying those resoIutittiS into effect, reporting 
to the Secretar}’^ in the Political Depjprtment, 
from tftne to time, the opinions diey Ijave 
formed, or the preparations tliey'liave made 
respecting the execution of the plan for the 
approbation of the (jovemor- General, jn 
Council before any material measure is actu-

I have, the honor to transmit to jou the 
enclosed despatch from the Prince Gholaum 
Mahomed, dated yesterday, rej)resoijting the 
circumstances of amatrocions fj and practised 
hy a‘Mahajun i|i the Burra iBazar of CafcirttJi, ' 
named Gunga Doss, towards him oy the 29th .

Having majle tlie most strict eiicjuiry into 
the business, I find the Pince's s't,atemont 
of the transaction to he corrpet, ami tliat he

did, with liis own hand.- in his house at 
Russapuglah, pay to ^Gnnga Doss t\c sum 
sUted, and for wjjlch tie holds a ri;ceipt. Itap- 
pear.s that the Pjrmce did not wish to tnist his 
own servjyits with so large a sum of money, 
he therefore* paid it himself to Gunga Do.ss, 
under promise tbat^the jewels wotlld be de- 
iivci^d np to two of tlie Prince’s servants, who 
was to accompany him to Calcutta, to receive 
charge of jhem ; but Gu)|ga Doss contrived 
to make his escape, ” and h^s not since beCn 
met 'with. Ffnding that thfe offender had de- 
camped with the Princeis jewels, I applied to 



the Mj^strates of this citj< for their assif-*^ 
tauce iff recovering th€k^)ropcrty, but they ajp®'" 
peared to doubt thbir authority to act upon 
the matter, at the same time they informed me 
that Gunga Doss was reported 'td have fled to 
Serampore. I am therefore induced to request 
that you will pldise to submit the chse to Go- 
vernment, and to*obtain*such orflers'as may 
be deemetl uccessjwy, and perliaps its interfer- 
ence* Avith the -Ifioal authority at Serampore, 
for the ai)prehcnsion of Gunga Doss and the 
reccA ery of jewellrty a» exhibited in the lists, 
which are statbd* l)y*4he*Prince and others to 
be Avortli* upwards ‘of 10,(X)0 Rupees. 

Pfince*’s general character and conduct 
have berti.as, uieutioned’to me by my prede- 
ccssor.bxtreinely exemplary in every respect, 
and continues so uniformiy correct, that I^am 
induced to request thjffc you’will be pleased to 
bring* it to the liwourable flotice of Govern- 
ment, and to obtain* for him the* adxance of 
4,000 Rfupees, the amount he was compelled 
to borrow from anothef Mah^nn 
his jewsels from Gunga Doss, and for* which he 
Avrll pow be luuclymnoyed and troubled, hav- 
•iug nothing*to*ot® tl]|p lifahajim lis security. 

It is injustice fo tile. Prince •here tp add. 
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for the informat^ja of His Lordship iii Coun* ^ 
oih that he was compd^ed to contract the debt 
in which he is involved,' to ’defray tlie ex- 
pences of jraarsiages and funeral in *his family 
and other uiJhvoidable charges, and 'not from 
the least fdispositioirio extravagance. 1 there- 
fore trust that these circumstances will weigh 
in the consideration' of His Excellency the 
Vice-Pxpsideut in Council, and that tlie result 
may be the enunciation of an order granting 
the Prince the aid, by Coinpany’s law officers,

It is a (proud distinction ' o^ the British 
Govemmetlt. that it is accessible to the ap* 
o f its dependants feeling themselves 
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m 

aggrieved by a failure of that liberal 
which isHts chaaracteriatfe. Yeur Memorialist, 
therefore, cousideriifg^ himself to be in that 
predicament, intrudes himself an the notice 
of your Honorable Court. * 

2. In 1807 your Governor-General in 

Council, Lord Mlnto, fixed the rule^ for regu- 
lating the allowanc<55 to* the family of your 
Memorialist’s Jfaltier,^ Tippoo S^ultan, .jdaced 
by, the fate of war at the disposal of the 
British Government. By these rules each of 
the Princes of the’fiiird clasS (to which your 
Memorialist belonged)^ was to be raised to the 
grade oL the ‘second class ; that is, were lo 
receive (2*,(XK)*RupQes) two thousand Ru- 
pees monthly, on reaching the age of fifteen 
years, Winch your Memorialist attained in 
March, 1810. • ^ 

3. 'Fhese rules wefie (on the 23rd July, 
1807) ‘communicated to.th^ officer superin- 
tending the affairs of the Mysjore Princes, 
and it was tlieir duty to have adjusted their 
allowances in obedience thereto. Bftf,by 
inadvertence the rules were neglected ; thus 
it was that you»*Memorialist’s allowanc*S Was 
only raised from l,000,Rupees ,tol 1,500 Ru- 
p^s per mensem, fiom the begkintbg ofd8I4, 
whereas . it ought to have been in crease d 
to 2,000 Rupees in Inarch, 1810. 
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4. Owing to the small allowance, and lai^e 
familj of your Memorialist, he suffeft^d with 
them much privation, ai^d became involved. 
His distresses were often urged by him to 
the superintending officers, and by them 
broughlf to the nolice of Government. Thus, 
in particular, on the 4th Jaiidary, 1821, Major 
Gilbert forwarded your: Memorialist’s repre- 
sentation of the 6th August, 182(\ *and re- 
commended for him an auguientation aC 5()0 
Rupees monthly. 

6. Tlic Government, on the 4th Adgust, 
1821, replying to this (and to another letter 
iltom Major Gilbert, to your Memorialist, 
irrelevant) noticed the Uesoliitions of 1807, 
and informed Majoi' Gilbert, that yoUr Memo- 
rialist, as well as the other Princes of the 
^third grade, were ‘ entitled t(; he placed on 
equality with those o‘ the second ; and the 
arrangements which would be made to raise 
their allowances would bo communicated 
hereafter. 

n.* On th% 4th Kovember, 1821, Major 
Hnthwaite (who had succeeded Major Gil- 
bert) 'again brought your M'wnorialist’i^ case 
under the ^notice of Government, which, on 
the 31 st July? 182r3, again recognizing his 
clai |p n nder the Resolutions of 1807, intimat- 
ed ito intention to sanction the increase on

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• receipt of a more detailed report as to the 
circumstances and embarrassments of your 
Memorialist and his brothers/ 

7. That ‘report was made by jVIajor Hiith- 
waite on the 37th August, f82^, and on the 
15th October, 1824, Government decided that 
your ]Memorialis| should receive tlie benefit 
of the Rules of 1 807j but. with retrospect to 
November,^ 1822, ‘only. The facts, tha^ your 

, Mepiorialist had long before attained man- 
hood, and liis distress had been before made 
‘known to GoverufMcnl, wei^ unfortunately 
overlooked.* * • • 

8. An So(«i as 3 »ur iVlemoHalist*had dis- 

covered that he .had not received his full riehl 
under the* IV’s.olutions of* 1807, he lost no 
lime in as>erting his just claim. l'hjs*he has 
frequcntl}' urged, but Jtinfi?rtunately without 
any elli'cl. ^ 

9. At length, on the 1st Jdfhuary last, your 
Memorialist troubled Lord William* Beutinck 
with a Momorial on tlie subject. His Lord- 

ship referred it to the Coi^icn, vA^iich, otf^he

18th March last, was pleased to decide that 

your Memonalij^ was, not entitled to ’any 

augmentation ‘oWiis allowtince, on tlie ground 

that the per 4 )d from t\’hich,the augBienta|ion 
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was to commence had been delinitely settled 
at the time it wb-s granted. * 

10. On this your Memoi4alist respectfully 
submits .that 'his claim is not for augmen- 
tation, but the arrears, which he considers his 
just dife; under the Rules of 1807, and to 
which he feels certain the Government would 
have held him to be entttled, had all the cir- 
cumstances b^jen fully considered. . 

u. Your Memorialist rtspeetfully subviits 
that the Government, in according his prayer, 
could only he considered* as making o\er to 
him a de])osit, w hiclf in justice must be re- 
garded as having accumaiated«iu its hands 
for his use, under the Rgsolutions (jtioted ; and 
your Memorialist i^ not aware of .any circum- 
stances’ which repel or diminish his dull and 
jn^t claim. - » ^ " 

12. • ‘It cannot be. said, that on occasion of 
family events iinolving expence, he lias re- 
ceivjed any gratuities to obviate the payment 
of which the graduated increase was provided. 
If, it be so, let the amount be set off: even the 
inconsiderable sum which had been paid by 
Government for your Memomlist’s gujurd has 
been by him' refunded* 

13. ‘ Ifcanuot he said, that any misconduct 
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or imprudence on the part of p'our Memoria- 
list has >’1tiated his claiM. \L does not ap- 
pear that Jhe Resoliijions attach any such 
defeating condition ; or if .they did, it has 
been liis good 'fortune to have obtained for his 
conduct the approbation of t!ie offlbers in 
charge. • 

14. Nor can it 1b(5saul* that the period for 
the commencement gf the regulated increase 

• was dNcretionary>* for* the letter of the J^i’d 
July, 18^)7, the superintending officer’s, is 
distinct and^ explicit,* tlurt. ^each Prince f>f the 
third class shall* rdceivg IRj allowance.of 2,000 
Rupegs snouthly, fnfni the date of his attain- 
ing tlic age’of tif'tceu years, and such increase 
was provided* in lieu oT other occasional 
grants, wlfich domestic events wouTtt other- 
wise ha\e constantly reiidwed necessary, and 
for which frc(iueut appals would have been 
made. 

15. YoTir Memorijilist further .respectfully 
submits, that his claim receives strength from 
the fact, that of the amount oT allowanoes. 
receivable by the families of his grand-father 
and father, uwtter Lord .Monyngton’s* in- 
structions of the 4th, and treaty bf’the 22nd 
June, 1799, 4 very large part is nht 'disbursed. 

16. Under these gircnmstances, yourJJtift* 
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^ inorialist ventiifres to hope that j’our Honor-, 
able Court, on c?iisic(eration of the tacts, and 
circinnstances above set forth, will be pleased 
to recognize his right to the benefit of the 
Resolutions of 1807, from March 1810, and 
to direct your Governor-General in Council 
to adjust the claim now brought to the notice 
of your Honorable Cou?!, which thereby will 
justly' fectify an obvious oversiglit ’ 

17. In conclusion, y6ur' Memorialist will 
‘ only add, that were be an isolated individual 
he might prefer sibmce rather ihaii impor- 
tune. your Ilonorable Court with liis just 
demand, but he is sunbuudcd with rmany' 
married and niarriageabb* descendants, fin 
whom he feels more solicitmh* >}uin for him- 
self. By the Kc.s(dutions of 1807, ’they, as 
well as himself, aio barred from ju'eferring any 
appear ’to the ^gentstfosity' of Government, 
which the^ urgency of their wants may dic- 
tate. He trusts, thcrelbre, that he is not un- 
reasonable in expecting the full measure oi' 
’tlifc benefits of those Resolutions, the grsmt of 
which is the declared ground of their exclu- 
sion from such resource, nor'bver-sanguiue in 
liis reliancb that yovCr Honorable Court, gener- 
ously considering' his dependaiH state, will 
aw'ard your Meniorialist, a fund which 
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alone can avert from Lis descendants much 
sufleriii§, and from Lis*declyfiing years severe

I have had the honor to receive two letters 
from you, dated the 18th instant, on the sub- 
ject of refunds which yon require from the 
sums recently paid b}' 3 011 on account of the 
accumulation of the aivears of allon’anci.‘s 
due to me, and my late brother Prince 800 - 
rooroodccn. Your letter has anticipated a 
communication w hich I "was writing on the 
subject of the ihsufllciency of thcic paynicuts, 
to satisfy the claims of lyysell/and 'represen- 
tatives of inv late brother, unilor: tJie’Kesolu- 
tions of Lord Miuto, passed in 1807, and 1 
believe also the more recent rcsolutiims of 
the Honorable tlie Cpurt of J>ir<;ctors. By 
tlic annexed calculations, it»appears that after 
deducting ilie payments lately made there 
remains on account of principal alone, the 
Slim 'of Sa. Its. 36,U(J0 in my favor, aud 
more than that in favor of niy late brother. 
If the payments be mentione(!U''u the result of 
any computation, I request the favor of youn 
communicaiing the particulars, tha( I may be 
ahle^ to point out the oversight which I have 
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ifb doubt has been committed. The refund 
from the representative!* of my brother has 
been mad^ and*it woyld be*my duty, imme- 
diately, to make up that retjuired by me, but 
it is not a*t tlfis moment in my j^ower, for 1 
have purchased a house in Calcutta *tvith the 
money received.* I, however, confidently trust, 
that on further coitsideration, the Supreme 
Govenjtnent »'ill noj only aban^ou this claun" 
ecirefund, both a# regards myself and brothers’ 
estate, but authorize to me and his represen- 
tativhs those payftlents which would put us 

in that state in which we should have been, 

• • • • 

liad 1204 the Hesolutions of Lord Minto been 
overlooked to * our .prejudice. During the 
receipt of shout ^lowanceS, we were compelled 
to borrcfw at high interest, and had*our regUr 
lated stipend been pud aji full, 1 and my 
brothers’ representativC^would be in.posses- 
sioii of accumulations by interest exceeding 
the claims now preferred; 1 respectfully sub- 
mit, therefore, that the uionthly sums short 
paid to us ought to be ‘considered as dfyund 
which has ‘accumulated at interest in the 
Treasury for oui^ benefit, and that the ac&Qunt 
should be made up on^that footin|;. One in- 
stauee is jiafficient* to illnstrafce the loss and 
distress suffered by us from straighten^ 
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means. Fn 18S1, when the public buildings 
at Allipore were for sale, I solicited an advance 
of 8,000 Rupees t1& purc|iase ; ‘this was refused* 
and the same building was sold, three years after, 
at auction, for a sum less than ihat which 1 
would have willingly, given. On the subject 
of the refunds, I further respectfully submit, 
that the guards weie pail of the Superinten- 
dent’s cstablisj^ment, and that, ])rohal)ly, when 
the expenditure on account of the houses was 
made, the liberality of the Goverumcut did not 
contemplate any rcclaniatioij. As (o the claim 
of 8,0(0 Rupees in piu ticular, expended on 
the funeral of my brother, I wou'hl.remark 
that his death was immediately ftdlowcd l»y 
a reduction of more than onerfouilh of his 
allowance,^ consequently this particular item 
m^ght he justly regarded as a charge on tliis 
saving- - In conclusi^iyu I heg on the part of 
myself and the rqweseutatives of my brother, 
to disclaim ^ill desire to enter into any dis- 
cussion as to the items of r(;fnnd. chained.

consequentlj", a balance in favor of your Me- 
morialist, Sicca Klipees'36,000. Memo- 

rialist at the sanie time, rcqueste*d.that if the 
sum paid, w^e the result of any cafcitlaflon, 
the particulars thereof might be communi-* 
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catedy atid, faiths, t^at he might be alloweil 
the beiiefit of an account of the arreari made 
up with interest, in jtvhiclf, to the charge of 
the items claimed, he did not object, provided 
the Govemor-Geii'eral in Council deemed the 
reclamdtio'n just with reference to their nature 
and intentions ol' the formed Government. 

4. But beford yont Memorialist’s letter 
was’ sabmitted, the Supreme Government, at 
tlie, recommendation o^ the Suj)erinten(l!ent, • 
had decided to abandon its demand,, tiud on 
the 8th February, the Stiperinteudeni inform- 
ed your Memorialist,’ accordingly. He also, 
on the 13th, forwarded to yom Meutorialist 
copy of a letter from . the Secretary of tlie 
Political Hepartmeat, dated 7th February, 
noticingdhe letter of ^your Momoriaiist of the 
24th January. T*lie Supcnritendent informed

If suuli be the uncommunicated argument of 
the Croveq3or-General*in.^ Council, your Me- 
morialist would 'respectfully rpply^ thai the 
rules ill question had no reference to the legal 
cessation of minority, but define certain riglits 
at a certain, age, wdth tlie avow ed purpose of 
obviatiifg all appeals to the liberality of Go- 
veruraeiitou any occasion/.

judicial prj>cedents.* * It is true'tfiatifpsalicii- 
lar law of the British Government will ndt 
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allow a sole Zemind^ to have charge of a 
taxed estate until ^ he attains the*’ £^e of 
eighteen, hut by* this special Revenue Rule, 
the general 1^ as to the adult age remains 
unaffected. 

13. In conclusion, your Memorialist hum- 
bly urges that he had attained manhood ; in-

me‘ in those letters. ” 

3. Before I 1^ Caloaita I addressed* a me- 
morial to yonr'*fi9rdshi^ on ,tfe subject Of the 
unfortn^te porition,of the fomily^ of the late 
Tippoo Sultan, andr. 1 was. informed, that the 
reproBentations it contamed,*were made by yoor 
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Lordship’s Gov^iimeni^ the sabj|ct^of a apectid - 
reference to the Honorable Court ef QirectdreU' 

4. Your iLordship has always beea disposed 
to lend a feroiuble ear to the repies6ntati<ma bf 
the memb^ of tills femily, and ^thougn 1 was 
unable to wait in Jualcutta far the reply to this 
reference, 1 had* every ];i<^e t]|)at the result, under 
your Lofdship’s recommendation, would, have 
tended to pUcS thet concerns of thb family on 
a feoting satisfedlfery to them, and consisteait 

. with the high character of the British Govein> 
ment for justice and liberality. 

5. Upon my arrival M London, yierefore, i 
deem^ it my du|y to make immediate miqniries 
as ^ the lesult of your*Lordship’s reference, and 
the fete of my memorial. I was informed kindly 
by the Chairman of the East India Company 
that the orders had been sent out to India ; but 
upon my applying for a co|ly of those orders, I 
have received an intimation that it is inconsistent 
with the pri|g|^ of thp Court to furnidi a copy, 
and that I must wait a communication from you|; 
Lordship^ mther direct^t^ myself, or in reply to 

”^e Court's ordnra The Chairman, howdver, 
has kindly told me that the purport of t^ose 
orders is qot feVqjirablh) and»9*km led to iqi^re> 
hend from his comnftinv»||^n, toat the anthon- 
ties in this country .axe unpmr a intpippstohension 
in rei^ect to the real nature of the pop&timi and • 
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r.laitna of o^f :l^inily, wh^t is tlie reason of my 
troubling .your Lordship with this further letter. 

6. When the'City and Fort of ^ringapatam 

fell to the victorious arms of the Fiast India 
Compafiy, a Treaty of Partition was made be- 
tween the (Company and its Alljes^r the Division 
of the Country so pbtain^d by conquest, and in 
that Treaty a separate portion of Territory was 
taken by the East India Company us a provision 
for the family aqd dependants^f my late fether, 
Tfppoo Sultan, under stipulations that Icft^the • 
application of the funds to the discretion of the 
Indian Government, subject only to the obliga- 
tion of dealing fairly and liberally wi^ the 
members of that family. • * * , , 

7. Colonel Sir Arthur Wellesley, afterw'ards 
FieW Marshal the Duke of Wellington, was the 
British officer on whon* (J^^volvcd the duty of 
submitting a scheiSe of appropriation of the 
funds s6 set ai|)art by Treaty. 

8. In his report on* this subjc(^ your Lord- 
ship will find a liberal and just acknowledgment 
of the position %nd claj|n8 of the femily* upon 
the ‘fund in question. We Were removed, 
your Lordship is aware,* for reasons* of. State 
policy, from SerBiKapatam to Vellore, and were

there retained for the same rcason8.under strict 
surveillanc.e,»but all^our wants were^ liberally 
, provided for under the arrangement of Sir 
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Arthur Wellesley, and 'although the expenditure 
was kept considerably within the 'limits o^ the 
fund, the rehson assigned was the necessity of 
making provision for the probability of .further 
claims, and ^ an eventual increase^ in the 
number of t^e ^Family, as well tfe for the 
Junior Members, of which twas ono^ requiring 
after reaching majority separate establishments, 
and more ample {provision for their maintenance. 

9. While matters were in ’this state, evil 
* disposed persons fomented disaffection and 

mutiny amongst the East India Company’s 
native troops in garrison* at Vellore,* and they 
rose against their officers, and tried to destroy 
the(*Eifropeans, .and to make themselves masters 
of the Fort. .In the course of this disturbance, 
the dangers of which we shared with all others 
residing within the Fbrt, some of the mutineers 
made use of the name of a member. of our

the m\itiny was^suppr^sed, in order to prevent

1 1. Thi» resolution b&ving been carried into 
eflFecJ in the year one thousand eight hundred 
and six, it fell, to Lord Minto, th(4i Govemor- 
Genera^, to settle finally our position in that 
city, and onr future relations the Govern- 
ment oJt the East India Comfpa^. His Lord- 
ship accordingly in October, one thousand eight 
hundred and seven, recorded a long* Minute 
reviewing eSl that Had pahsed,* and distinctly 
declaring that he did not cpi^ider thp claims of 
the* family upon the liberality of the Govern- • 
ment, and upon the fund at its disposal, to be 
<Kminished« or at aU injured or affected by the 

occurrences at Vellore, and, he. laid down, rules, 

« « 

under which each member of .the family, who 
was at the head of a separate establishment, 
was placed in the enjoyment of a fixed income 
for life, from the tjpie'ofi his cpming of age, 
subject to the condition that, upon his decease, 
the fresh appropriation ^should be at the discre- 
tion of the Government. • 
r 12. This Minute of Lord Minto has always 
been considered by 'ourselves, as byjtlid Autlyj.-^ 
rities in Calcutta, as the Chart^ of oijr Claims, 
and as the basin of all farrangements for our 
.benefit. * , * , 

1 3. Qfie important Etddition was loaade in the 
year one thousand eight hundred and forty-one, 
when th(‘ Honorable Court ''of IKrectors were 
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pleased to sanction the«pllotment,of ^a provision 
for sons arrived at maturity during ihe life of 
their &thers^ in all other respects, the arrange- 
ments of • that. Minute have continued to the 
present day. , * , 

14. As a pitoo£ of the respect and «lftmation 
in which the donorq^]^ Cqprt hav^ ev^r held 
the Minvfte in question, I beg grateMIy to call 
to your* recbllection, that they 'desired its 
provisions to be sfricUy carried out, and ordered 

- to bp paid to myself the arrears of an increased 
stipend which 4iOrd Minto had allotted to me, 
as to be drawn on my coining of age, the Court 
liberay.y fixing aq earlier period for the majority 

than the Local Government had before decided. 

• • 

It is upon th^se arrears that I have asked for 
interest dso to be allowed to me ; in like 
manner benefits were assigned, on more than 
one occasion, to other mem'bers of the fiimily, 
with the avowed intention of adhefing strictly tq 
Lord Minto’s Minute arrangements, and of 
giving to us all the full measure of its benefits.^ 

15. I qow learn, ,hpwjbver, to my great 
mortification an^ astonishment, that the reply 
to my Memorial, praying for. a more liberal 
provision Jo be* ipade, 'espeoi&ljjr for the junior , 
members of the fadiily, .brings int<>. question 
the right, of the fayiily to,receive,^rospectively 
and in perpetuity, any permanent provision ouj; 
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of the fun<i ia question^' which was created by 
the stipultitiolis of the Treaty of Seringapatam, 
and has |egulqriy ever since, up t<f the present 
day, be§n realised from the territory, anti brought 
to credit in tha accounts of the IJast India Com- 
pany’s ftjTernment, as a deposit especially appro- 
priable to that object. . ® 

16.' It is maintained even, as I have been 
given to understand,* that Vhatever rights we 
might have been considered to possess under 
the* terms of the Treaty, and the arrangements ' 
made to carry it out, were forfeited, by reason 
o*f the events that ocwrred at Vellore, and the 
part some Members of the. Family are arrono- 
ously stated to have takeh in thetse eventst But 
I feel well assured that your I^prdship, after 
perusing the Minute of Lord Minto, jibove re- 
ferred to, will not tg^ke'this unfavourable view 
of our case ; nor suffer the innocent and unfor- 
tunate Members of this Family to be made the 
sacrifice of such a misconception. 

•, 17. His Lordship in that minute distinctly 
states in more thdn kne^piace, that tlv2 daims 
the family upon the justice and. liberality of the 
Government^ could not be^ affected by any pro- 
.ceedings advers^lfe ^the Government, in which 
individu^ members of it might have engaged, 
even though ‘aufch micconduot had bean proved 
* qgainst them, which it was not, and all the 

I 
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arrangements indeed, ihade by his Iprdship had 
specially in view, to carry out th^ provisions of 
the Treaty of Seringapatam in om £i.vo^, on the 
assumption of .its being in full force an^ effect, 

and hi^ Lordship not only did not con* 

sider and declfir^the funds set apart %y that 
Treaty for our suitable maintenance to have 
lapsed, and to be oonfiscated in consequence of 
such allied miscoMuct, *but made the allot- 
ment of §tipends\tp individuals, present apd 
• prospective, with particular reference to Ihe 
annual amount* so placed at the disposal uf the 
Government for the ben-sfit of the family ; and 

the deposit fund* cojitinued to be realized and

carried to accoti^ as d trust fund in deposit for 
that especial p^/irpose^ and is still so home on the 
public aqpounts of the East India Company, of 
which an abstract is aiiitualljf laid before Parlia- 
ment. (See extract at end.)* 

18. But I have been further formed, that 
the Court of Directoss also allege, “• that ■ the 
stipulations made by Lord Jlinto in one thousand 
^eight hifhdsed and 8cveii,*hali Reference solely to 
the Frineps then living, that in that year certain 
allow’ances were granted to th^m by his Lord- 
ship, but on a Satinet 'understanding, that such 
allowances Were for 'their, own, lives \nly, and 
that thejk were to lie subject td reductions on 
their death, which 'shews that Lord Minto nevey 
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intended t(^*cpntinae ^e alTowances to the 
descendants of the Princes to whom he granted 
them.” ^ ' 

19. 1 earnestly intreat of yoi^r Lordship to 

read again carefully the whole liord Minto’s 

Minute,' and to consider whether there is any 

« 

one single /vord from t^Q, beginning to the end 
to indicate that his Lordship,, or any Member of 
the Govemihent of that day, had the least idea 
er intention of , making the find placed at its 
disposal by the Treaty of Seringapatam a sojirce . 
of pecuniary profit to the East India Company, 
by appropi^ating as a Japsc to the Government, 
on the decease of each indivi4ual, the pejnsions 
and allowances granted by him tb each ,of J;he 
sons of Tippoo Sultan. No such intention is 
anywhere indicated, even in the case* that they 
should die childless, much htss when they should 
leave sons and darfghters, who in the nature of 
things, depriVbd as they were of all inheritance, 
or share in the personaf property of their grand- 
, fethcr, could have nothing to look to for their 
maintenance but thi9^aj)jtj^opriated fund. • * 

20. Lord Minto, it is true,*gave to each of 
the.sons of Tippoo Sultan* only a life provision, 

^which he declatfBSto be* forfiyt&ble ^or miscon- 
duct, aud^ secured a^ipst* every otlier • contin- 
gency. 

* , Unthe declared also, that on the decease 

I 
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of each recipient, the stipend shovlA^pass under 
the review of the Government of ttie day, th be 
re-assignable with increase or reduction, ^cordmg 
to the condition of the children and dep^ants 
left by the in^mt>ent, and witlj reference to 
the general claims of other members of the 
late Sultan's family. , Jle declared .that each 
incumbenVs property and his stipend, should be 
restricted* to his life, ^ot fr&m any design to ap- 
propriate it as a lapse, but in order that there* 

• might be no right of sale or assignment in per- 
petuity, that it •might not be taken by creditors 
under decrees of court foi; debt, and that claims 
of inheritance might, not be set up to defeat the 
power of Government tb make specially for each 
case the arrai^emcnts most beneficial for the 
family. ” * • * 

22. All this was wi^ as well as liberal, and 
we cheerfully submitted to tKe conditions. 

23. It is now near fifty yearfe since these, 
arrangements were made l)y Lord Minto, for the 
appropriation of the funds set apart for the ntaiti -^ , 
tenance of the family of Tiplio* Sultan and his 
dependants. In*ihe whole of this period, up to 
the present day, the right of thf Government to 
takp the benefit of, a lapse uh^h "the decease of a , 
stipendiary, ns a source f)f. reveijue to the State, 
has never, been assorted, nar hag t]/is fund been 
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dealt with cts a financial' resource of the Govern- 
ment, eveiHn Mmes of the greatest embarrassment. 

24. The British Nation has now triumphed 
everywjiere, and has before it a prospect of per- 
manent peace, prosperity and npdundant trea- 
suries. The present, therefore, we humbly sub- 
mit, is not A time fw the assertion of new claims 
in the nature of confiscations, on the ground of 
increasing Government exigencies, and we confi- 
dently trust yoKT Lordship, \Yill not /ipply such 
new principles of lapse and appropriation to the ‘ 
fund, which is the onlg source of provision pro- 
tectively to our family^ 

25. Your Lordship’s Gpvejrnment ha& never 

• • 

taken this view of the lidbilitiep.of the faKd,4)ut 
has always treated it as a sacred appropriated 
trust; so ntuch so, that very recently,' when it 
was a question in jn'hat manner to provide a 
better means of instruction- for members of the 
/amily, your *Lordship’s Secretary distinctly rc-

26. But if ^ollf Lordship, as we fervently 
hope, rct|6ns thp same •sentiments towards the 
fund, and toVfaMs the famity of 'I’ippeo Sultan,

Lordship’s predecessors and by yTDur»’Lordship, 
from Lord Minto even to the pref^nt day, it cannot 
fail to ba apparent to your discernment, that 
while the fund .has continued to .aecumulate so 
as to reach a larg^ amount, in the deposit ac- 
count of the Governm(gi{, it ^ a har4 thing for 
the members of th^ family to *see that the* total 
of the aliowahdfes nfade t<5 them is ‘continually

27. It is far from our wish to be withdrawn 
froD} the 'guardianship* of the Government, or 
to claim participation in the Fund as an inde- 
pendent prbperty. All I ask for myself, and* for 
my blood relations is,.thsit the Government may 
deal with us with itg accustoined liberality, and 
continuing to regard the fund which it holds in, 
deposit as a trust appropnable always as hereto- 
fore at its discretion, will make distribution of i** 
in thaf spir^, letting tl^p jn^t -worthy members 

gfof the family fe^ the benefit of its generosity, 
and withholding its liberality oply from the un- 
deserving. . , 

28. Being now in England^ I deSpi it my 
duty to ijubmit a xjopy of thi^ IStter to the 
Honorable Court of* Directors, for their informa-. 
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tion, and jjio task the .Court ‘ to forward this 
origfinal to y^ur Ix)rdship. 

29. But I aih quite aware that I can expect 

no decision or order from the Il 9 norable Court,

regard fevorably*th^ cjia^ms of the family upon 
the* fund as a deposit apprdpriable for 1theii<|, 
benefit while deserving, «an increase and. equa- 
lization of thtf^lapends of pi&mbe^s equal in 
descent, And an^ assigpipent of funds to provide 
for the erection and repgir of sui|able resi- 
^dences, as well as to relieve 'some who are much 
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distressed from ^ebts t)^d embasr^ments, are 
matters of pressing urgency; end it is* my 
confident hope that your LorcSship recom- 
mend the appropriation of a sum of five or six 
lacks of rupees oiit of the past , accumulations 
of the fund to th's latter object, leaving to me 
as head of the family, the , suggestion of the 
manner In which the amount may best be 
applied and distributed amongst ourselves.

Having been recently famished by my 
great neplfew, tJfT grandson of Priivce Jamah 
Odeeii, deceased, wit^ copies' of Jefters that have 
parsed between his solicitor r (Mr. Sandes) and 
tll 9 Public Adhiinistrator • at Calcutta, I beg 
leave, in continuation of my letter dated 22ud 
July, 1854, to enclose copies of the same, and to 
submit thc'folloM'ing dbsers'ations w’ith reference 
to ydiur reply dated 12tlii Augilst, ,1854. ' 

Sir Tliomas Turton, as Ecclc'siastical Registrar 
of the Supreme Court of Calcutta; ha4 a compul- 
sory jurisdiction of the estates of Europeans aud 
Christians dying wjtliiu the Bengal Presidency, 
or dying else>A'hero and leaving property there. 
'He had no compulsory jurisdiction over the 
estates of Hindoos and Mussulmans. When he 
Administered to pucli estates it Avas witk assent 
of keirs and parties 'inf efosted, pr b'/ some agree- 
ment, the heir or executor of one of them being 
under no obligation to go to the Supreme Court 
and take, out probate or letters of adhiinistrdtion 
before ftollQctipg de'bts and dividing the pro- 
. perty. 

( A 
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When Sir Thomas Turton was ^ public de- 
faulter, and, the matter tame before Parlianjent, 
it was ordered that the Indijin "Government 
should be answerable for the losses upon all 
estates thal wefe pieced by the law in his> hands, 
but not for thofle which came there by consent 
or agrccoient of j)arties ; these were left to seek 
remedy against Sir TOomas* ’^urtoil, as_ their 
ordinary trust^ec^ add by the process applicable 
to such cases. , 

. • • 

The estate of th'e Prince Jamah Odeen appears 

to have been regarded as one of optional place- 
ment in the hands of the former llegistrar, an(\ 
not to have been taken tty Sir ThoiSfas Turton 
under liis. legal itbwTjrs,; therefore, the amhunt 
for ivluch he is in default on this estate, has not 
yet been r^laced from the Treasury under .the 
rcsolution*of the English Parliament. The same 
principle apix?ars to liave b^en acted upon by 
the Government of India. By the first Act 
passed by that Government, viz.. Act V. 1851,* 
all the defalcations of *Sir,Thomas Turton were 
placed ai^n the same footing^ but by Act XIIT.,* 
passed in tffe sjvme y«af, the distinction »vas 
made, and: the estates mentioned in Schedules 
B and* D of the prcvious^Act excluded from 
this'liberar arrangement, tfhe estate pf Prince * 
Jamah Odeen was unfarCunately in Schedule D. 
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But this CJise has grQat peculiarity. First, 
PrilVJe JajnJah Odeen di^ at Paris in tlic year 
1842, having had his domicile in London. He 
left a will disposing of his whole property in 
bequests for charitable purposes, fo the prejudice 
of his hcirs-af-law. By this null the Superin- 
tendent of the Mysore Princes was officially 
made executor the 'estate. The .will was 
opened by Col. J. W., J. Oupelcjvin tha,t capacity 
at J'alcutta. Its legal validity Avas disputetl by 
thiq heirs there tesidiiig, add*, upon rt'fen'nce to 
the local Government, the heirs Avere referred 
to the Supreme Court, to haA'c their legal rights 
* there deteiimined. It* mis in conseijncnn' of (his 
act of the Goeernment .thdt tlie • projierfV aa’US 
placed in Sir Thomas Turl on’s hands as Registrar 
and*Public Administrator. 'Fhe h'eirs.an(l others 
interested had no option ; the whole fftnds Avere 
in the hands of thd Govcinmenf agents, or of 
the saAangs’ bank ; not any ' part of them deli- 
vered over by members of the family to be 
administered or diAddod by Sir Thomas Turton 
as their trustee. ^ , 

T’iie Supreme Coutt of Calcutta did not finally 
decide the case until that is scA'en years 

after the Princa’s* decease. By that decision, the 
Avill Avas held good oA\,'r one*-tlurd of jthe property 
only, and tha right of the heirs OA'cr the rest was 
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declared, after «discli^ging all costs. But 
through Sir Thomas Tdrton’s defauking, t^iere 
is a sum of rupees 35,380 of the estate, besides 
interest, which sum was left by* the deceased, 
and collected By the Public Administrattu-, and 

is still unaccouiSted for. * 

• * 

It is .submitted, tliat if the Parliamentary 
Order foi; replacing tile* suins»'made awgy "ndth 
by this officer,, ant\ the .acts of ihc Indian 
Government founded thereon docs not apply to^ 
the case of this est^c, because* he was nol^'a 

» 

European or Christian, still the estate comes 
within the spirit of that order, because it waa 
not placed in his hands bt' any volunitary act of 
the Innrs <uid.])aftid!s, Jjut by the acts of the 
Government anefbf the Supreme Court. 

And if |he •funds furni.shed by the Public 
Treasuiy to replace theje defalcations will not 
suffice to meet •this cas(?, or ’have been already 
approju’iutcd othermse, still that U i.s a-jn-oper 
charge to be thromi upon the My.sore Fund,* 
Avhich is amply sufficient do provide wliatever 
may bo»required for the purppsc. * 

A» a further pijoof oP*tlie •irregularities pjac- 
tised in this cas*c, Col. II. Huthwaite (then 
Dilajor iluthAvaitai), Supcsintendaht of the Mysore 
Printes, in* a letter dated 67th Augi\st, 1823, 
directed to George Swinlon, Esq., St'crt'tary to 
Government Politic^ Department, mentions in 
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his Statement No. 2, the family of Prince Jamah 
Odepn, in^which is included Shall Allum, since 
dead, but wtose son and daughter, the legal 
heirs of the late Prince Jamah Odecn, are now 
living. ‘ Notwithstanding this knowledge, the pro- 
perty was by Government placed in the hands of 
the Registi'ar, Sir Thomas Turton. 

The property ‘tJius left by the Prince Jamah 
Odecn fornvjd part of the a^reans which Govern- 
ment, with its usual liberality and justice, had 
pa\d him in 1836 and 1 838, as it was not pro- 
bable the Prince, out of his usuaH stipend, could 
have amassed such an amount ; besides his was 
not a large family, as w'illbe seen by referring to 
the above letter and statement of Major Huth- 
waitc to Mr. Secretary Swintou.

• I have now heen in England eleven 

months, in expectatioji of learning the decision 
t)^your Honourable Court, and of the Qoveru- 
memt and Authorftios of India, upon*the questions 
sxihmittcd for consideration ifl my* Memorials 
laid before thq,t t^ovemgaent in, Dec., 1851, and 
10th Marfh, 1853; and althpugU, agreeably to the 
intimation cjjnTeyed to *me when I* solicited the 
, Court for information as to the result, ujKm 
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my first arriA’'al,in fiondon I immediately ad- 
dressed the^ Govemor-Gteneral on tl\p subject, I 
have not yet been fortunate enou^fh' to receive 
any reply, or obtain ofiicial communication of 
any kind fromdiis Jliordship, or from the (jovem- 
ment of India.* . 

In the meantimf, I have been waiting here at 
considerable inconvenience Md eflepenSe, and 
under the a^iprchension that the authorities in 
India may not intend to take these matters again 
under consideration,, or may have deemed theiu- 
* selves precluded from doing so, from some mis- 
xmderstanding of the orders addressed to them by 
your Honourable Court,* I take the* liberty of ■ 
again* bringings my case, and that of the .other 
mcinners of th& family of Tippoo Sultaun, before 
your Honourable Court, and of earnestly solicit- 
ing such.orders upon it as will release me from 
my present uncertuiifty, and. permit me to return 
to my family in Calcutta. 

I beg it may be distii^tly understood that, i» 
submitting the grounds on^which I have asked for 
increqified allowances to some meihbers of dj* 
famjly, T make no clainv^f riffbf, cither on my,own 
part, or theirs, to anything specific. I am well aware 
that the Govenynent of Indiaj under your ditcc- 
tion and orders, ’is ^vested, with fillip power to* 
regulate* the'stipends of ovt'ry individual member, 
and it is rfar from Our wifih to Ibd exempt frrom 

*b2 • ' 
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this discretionary power, or to hold the stipends 
on any othpr terms than those settled in the 
miiuite of Lold Minto, of October, 1807, which 
meet, I am informed, mth your full and entire 
approval. 

But I trust that the Authorities here, and in 
India, will not regard the incinhors of the Sul- 
taun’s familj^ in the light of ordinary pensioners 
and stipendiaries, who derive their allowances 
from the bounty of Government, independently 
of • other claim than that addressed to its 
generosity. The funds allotted for our support 
are special, and recognized in the Partition 
Treaty between the Ea-t India Company and the 
Nizam, under which the Mysore Territory Is still 
appropriated. In this view the hereditary *cTaim 
of our children stands on quite diFercnt grounds 
from that of other stipendiaries, whose aPowances, 
being paid from the -revenue of the State, could 
not be continued without injury to the public 
resources. In our case, the whole are provided 
from a fund, separated frdm those resources, and 
t^il* only question is to allot adequate allow- 
ances to those &t’tled; in such** a manner, 
as not to exceed the limit of the* fund on 
one hand, and on the other to enable the mem- 
bers of the family to live on a footing of* re- 
spectability, without inducements to * excess. 

^ Wliile I am the only surviting son ‘of l^ppoo 



Sultaun, his gmndsops are in number only 
twenty-five, whose ages* vary from fifjy-eight to 
forty-five; there arc none younger, nor is the 
number likely to increase; and I Humbly submit, 
that it will not boi unreasonable in the •i)resent 
condition of tht fund, to ask that’all .the grand- 
sons shall bo ifiaced on such a footing, as to 
circumstajices, as to be *al)lc to liv'c in a becoming- 
manner, ^ud Ahnt npne on this principle ought 
to receive less than rupees fiOO jter mensem^

receive now rupees 543 — 8, to whom the increase 
to rupees 600 per mensem w'ill not make much 
difference.

Annual .Mysore Fund, Govtjjrnment expends 
about two-thH-ds • /or dll our support, and Tlie 

balance will be morn than sufficient for tlic

above puiposes, leaving ‘still a balance to accu- 
mulate, if tltfit should bo de*emed advisable.

promoted by certain picmbers of it being 
selected to act as adviseifs of our superintendent,

and as a permanent family council to settle their 
trivial disputes* and disagreements (to "which all 
families* are liable). To those selected for this 
Council, increksed rank, consideration, and a 
special additional stipend might be allotted ; 
and if this were established, the hope -of obtaining 
the distinction "would operate as a wholesome 
inducement to correct habits end create a desire 
toVin esteem ill the junior’princes. 'There are 
several of the grandsons well qualified to exe- 
cute this trust, and whom I can confidently 
recommend” for this distinction. The number 
of great-grandsons are only fift&n,.and the ^great- 
granddaughters are fewer still, will be seen by 
the list sent herewith. 

Of these, only tAvo sons and one daughter are 
young; the rest afe all grown' up men and 
women, averaging more than twenty years of 
age.

It is subject tp an annual ground rent to Govern- 
ment of j:upecs 5, and the godowns are assessed 
for municipal purposed ata'upecs 13, quarterly; 
but, as the buildings are devoted to public reli- 
gious purposes, I am ve|y anxious to have them 
exempted from these 'cbarges. 

S<^ond. — The Government haVc been kind 
cnguglT to*,provide thte- famfly with a medical 
attendant from ‘their service at rupees 400 per 
■mnSem, and pntil ‘recently • his prescriptions 
wore made for us at the Government dispensary 
gratuitously ; but this has now been di^ontinued, 
whioh i? a great ‘incouvfenience'to our family. 
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If it be againsjt rale to m^e itp medicine for us 
in the Goverament Dispensary, a monthly allo-w- 
ance might hd mQ,de to cover this expense, and 
obtain the objcot from some other establishment, 
and eventually the salary alloiyed to our medical 
attendant might be made to cover'dliis charge. 

Hiird. — ^Irhc ground purchased ‘by the Govern- 
ment for a cemetery for the family is now fully 
occupied, an^ the burial grouhd requires enlarg- 
ment, which I hope may be rcg?irded a fit object 
to be effected by an appropriation 'from the 
Mysore Fund. 

Fourth. — The expenses of the funeral ceremo- 
nies on the 'decease of aiiy member of the family, 
ought; I consider, to l^c 'provided from the 
Mysore Fund, witliout charge 'to the monthly 
allowances settled on the heirs. These, as well 
as the Fatchah, and other weekly, monthly, and 
yearly religious ceremonies, also* lighting, re- 
pairing, and Ijceping tl)c tofnbs and graves in 
good order of four of ihe deceased sons of the 
late Tippoo Sultaun, and one deceased daughter, 
aftiounts to rapees 43,4 — 8, and the tombs, &c. of 
alltlie rest of the late Ffinces l^avo-' nothings al- 
lowed for their religious ccremofiies, repairs, &c. 
Under these cirqulnstances' I propose that Govera- 
iuent add rapees 65-«-8, to„ the aboA'e sum, and 
let the said Committee of the Mysore Princes 
^have the entire management' of the same,' who 
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will see that the u^ual 'ceremonies ar,e performed 
carefully for Jthe whole oj^the Mysore family now 
dead, or who may hereafter die, fit Russapuglah, 
■which will relieve Government and the Honour- 
able Court Brom’furt^er trouble in such matters, 
while under this new plan all will share alike 
and partajce of the kindness of the Government. 

Fifth. — ^In 1811 Government purchased ground 
at Russapuglah for tupees 4500 of tjxe Mysore 
Fund, and built theyeon three small lower roomed 
houses, and ^avc the- same as residences to three 
* families of the Mysore Princes. These houses 
are now almost in ruins, nobody being interested . 
in repairing them, because they belong^o no one. 

I therefore, on. the* occupiers’ behalf, solicit that 
the Ifonourable Oourt, exercising its usual libe- 
rality, will ^kindly relinquish the same to the 
parties at present occupying the premises, such 
kindness having»been already shewn to all others 
of the Mysore family.’ 

Sixth. — I would also heg to suggest that at * 
the time of the marriage of any member of the 
Mysore family a sum may be {idvanced from the * 
Mysow Ftmdifor the maAiage ceremonies, either 
as, a free gift, or uhder the condition that it shall 
be refunded in t^selvc months. . It»is the custom 
of thfe gran’d-childrcn, &c., to intermarjry ; very 
few of the female members' of t^ie family have 
married out" of it ; a dower for such*as do, in aid 
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of marriage^ might convefnien^Jiy be provided in 
the shape gf Government paper, and vested in the 
names ot th6 Family Council, under the control 
of Government through the Superintendant. 

I have thus taken the ]|berty to’ lay before 
your Honourable Court a stateri^ent of the prin- 
cipal matters to which I solicit your fovourablc 
consideration and orders.* 

The gre,at inconvenience of our suffering from 
the delay and suspense I have experienced, 
while waiting a communication from, the autho- 
rities in India, emboldens me to request* that ' 
^your ITonourablc Court, whose orders have 
always rdgulated all matters connected with the 
Sultaun’s family, will take 'the^ suljjeot under 
your early consideration, and* that I nfay be 
favoured with such a reply as ■will enable me to 
return to India without much further delay.

The Mysore Treaty, 
in I’J^O, mentioned tw'o lacks of star pagodas to 
be set aside foi* the supixnt of the family of. the 
late Hydor Ally Khan and Tippoo Sultaun, and 
no question arose as to their legitimacy. In 
1836, 1838, and 1845, according tp our law, at 
the deaths of Princes Mioneeroodeen and Soob-’ 
han, their children’s ’stipends were fixed by 
Government without any diference' as to legiti= 
macy, in corfobo^tion iff whiAi, see Mr. Secre- 
tary Macnaghten's letter, dated 19th July, 1836, 
in reply to Colonel J. .CaulfipM’^ letter, dated 
27 til Maj^, 1836, paragmph 24; ,and Mr. 
Secretary H. T. Prinsep’s' letter, jn 1838, to 
Cplonel j'l^jCaulfi^d, Supe^tcSl^a};, as ^ ^ 
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the arrangeinent of the kipcnd of the former 
prince; ard Mr. Seci'otary F. J Halliday’s 
letter to thfe S’lperintcndant dated 19th Nov. 
1845, relating to the arrangement of the stipend 
of the latter prince ; which loiters " are quite 
sufficient, I imagine, to remove tlib doubts (if any) 
as to the said h'gitimacy. (All of the said Sccrc- 
tarics to Government were well acquainted with 
the Mahomedan laAvs.) Tn 1843, under the 
superintendancy of Colonel Ouseley, at the 
death of Prince Gholam " '’’ippoo, his stipend 
was distributed amongst his children wifliout 
any. difference as to legitimacy. However. I pro- 
pose that from this period the stipends of such 
children as may be bom ouc df tbo pale of wed- 
lock shall be fixed at half that' received hy the 
sons and daughters of married, oi Nikah ladies, 
and which will be found to check illegitimacy ;

Your Memorialist prpshmes that the occurrence 
alluded to in your Honourable Count’s Despateh, 
is the butbrggk which twk pljce so far back as 
the^'ear 180C iiitho fortress of Vellore, among 
somc^ of the dependants of the families, anct in 
which your Mdnjorial&t’s late brother. Prince^ 
Moizooddeca, was sit^jposciJ to have bfeen impli- 
cated. Ypur Mcmprialist.was toq«young at the 
time lo have any. personal recollectioii of thg • 
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transaction, but he begs lespectfully to call the 
attention .bf your Honourable CoMrt to the 
conduct of the* Indian Govemment on that 
occasion, as indicating its opinion, either that 
the event itself could not faitly be characterised 
as “ a hostile attempt against ihe authority of

Your Memorialist therefore hopes that he may 
still be permitted to refer to thb Treaty of J799, 
as the sub6istUig»Charter of his own Vights, and 
those of the other taembers of the family of the 
late Tippoo Sidtauif ; and he respectfully submits 
to your Honourable Court that the questions for 
your consideration arc still the saii^e as those 
suggested in his fomer Memorial, and his letter 
of tluv 10th of March, 1853, to the Most Noble 
the Govemor-Cicneral of India, namely : What is 
the just esnstmetion of the Treaty as far as 
regards tlie family of the late Tippoo Sultaun, 
and has that construction been fairly carried out 
in the treatment which the members of th^ 
family have e.\pericnceJ at the hands of the 
Bengal Government ? * • . , 

Bcfo’ro referring more,parfic»larly to tlie terms 
of tlie Treaty itsdf, your Memorialist begs leave 
to cal) the attention of your Hpnourable Court 
to the lettey addressed by the Earl'of Momington * 
to the Gommissionefs of Mjrsore, dat^ 4th of 
June, 1799. In that letter hd expressed the' 
mc^t generous sdkitude for the honourable 



treatment of* the Sultaun’s family. Having deter- 
mined on iSieir removal to Vellore/ he points to 
his illustrious brother, then the Honourable 
Colonel Wellesley, "whom he had selected for 
“ this painful but indispensable measure,” as one 
“likely to. combine ever}* office ot humanity with 
the prudential precautions required by the occa- 
sion and he directs “ that no reasonable expense 
was to be spared to render theii habitation suit- 
able to their former rank and expectations,” 
announcing it as his “ intention to give them a 
liberal pecuniary allowance he authorizes 
Colonel \Vcllesley to make the allotment “ of a 
separate stipend to each branch of the family, as 
well as for the establishment of tlie Zenaiuj, pro- 
vided tliat the total sum for the maintenance of 
the whole family be not stated at • more tbaii 
thre(', or at the utmost four, lacs of pagodas.’’ 
This was apparently the only limit placed to 
Colonel Wellesley’s discretion, and he accordingly 
proceeded to make, what \ie considered, a suitable 
prpvision for the present and future wants of the 
family, not following blindly the,^enorous im- 
pulse communicsited to him by his brother, but 
carefully taking^ into his eonsideration the .whole 
circumstances of the case. Tippoo Sgiultaun left 
twelve sons, of whoip fopr ‘were at. Vellore, and 
eight at Seringapatam. Qf the former the 
youngest had attained the age of fifteen years. 
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and all of them had “ bf en accustom^ to a degree 
of state whiph it would ’’iiiavc been “ ^delicate to 
deprive them.” Their stipends.weftj accordingly 
fixed at the annual sum of *50,000 rupees 
each, .“the ^amp reasons did not apply to 
the younger 7sons, who had •scarcely ever 
been allowed 'to* pass beyond the limits of 
the Zenapa#” What dc0uctiou*woufd have been 
made on this.aqpouijt by Col.*Welles|Jey in "fixing 
their stipends doqp not appear, as the)’^ were all 
too young to ha'^ separate ostabhshnients *of 
their own, the ^eldest of them being only about 
eleven years of age. But the sum which he set 
apart for the maintenandb of the .whole family, 
Avus ^suflicient to •pitovidc them Avith establish- 
ments nearly aV liberal as tho.se of their elder 
brothers. ^ The alloAvances made by Tippoo 
Sultaun to his family and that of Hyder, includ- 
ing the Avholc* expenses of* the maintenanec of 
every branch of the families, did not exceed 
1,1;:^,116 Cantcria pagodas. It Avas, hoAveA'cr, 
thought adA'isable to {{Hot la larger sura for this 
purpose, as Avell Avith a vipw to meet the first 
expenccs of settling th6 families in the Caraatic, 
as the ihcrease*d charge of maintaining the 
younger sous o£ the SuJtaun height in number), 
as *thcy^ sli^ advance in •years.” H’lie wholtf 
sum allotted was two lacs of stm: pg,godas, which 
was Ihore than double the above sum, though 



less by one half than the miniinum fixed by the 
Govemor-Qeneral. 

These detadls ^re taken from the ‘‘ Memorial 
explanatory oftthc Partition Treaty,” and ai'e of 
some iyiportance as shewing the views of its 
framers in such parts of the Treaty as were 
intended to make provision for the wanfs of the 
families. \bur Memorialist now be^s to call 
the attention of your Honourable Court to the 
Treaty itself. Its main objectitvas to disjmsc of 
the territories conquei'cd fron^^ your Memorialist’s 
father. By the First Article, certain parts of the 
territories w'cre transferred in perpetual sove- 
reignty to the East Iiivlia Company. “ The said 
Company engaging to provide cfl’ectually but of 
the revenues of the said districts for the suitable 
maintenance of the whole of the families of the 
late Hydcr Ally Khan and of the late Tippoo 
Sultaun, and to apply to tnis purpose, with the 
reservation hereinafter stated, an annual sura of 
rot less than two lacs pf star pagodas.” The 
reservation is contain<;d m the Sixth Article, 
which is as follows: , ‘‘ The English East India 
Company Behauder .shall be at liberty to make 
such deduction from time to time from the sums 
allotted by the &s^ article of fh^e present treaty 
Cor the maintenance of the fpmiiy of Hydcr Ally 
Khan and Tippoo Sultauh as may be proper, in 
consequence of the decease *of any member of 
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the said faunily.”^ ThV article then proceeds to 
state the penalty for any hostile a^mpt on the 
part of the said family against^ th« ifathonty of 
the contracting parties, to \rhic}i yonr Memo^ 
rialist has already alluded. The Sixth^ Article 
was a liccessai'y corollary to the first, and would 
have been quitq uunccessary but for the engage- 
ment with the Nizam *011 the part t>f the East 
India C/'ompany to apply the •annual sum of not 
less than* two lacs of pagodas for the mainte- 
nance of Jthe families. So far, as the families 
• wei’c concerned, the words “ suitable mainte- 
nance ” were svftficient without any qualification ; 
for that which was only suitable for (twelve per- 
sons, would have boon more than suitable if the 
* .* * . .• . 

numUer seriously diminished ; and would have 
become altogether extravagant, and possibly 
daugcroug'to the peace of the contracting par- 
ties, if the large sum^)/ twalacs of star pagodas 
had become the right of one or two persons. 
But it was necessary to^uard each of the con* 
tractiijg parties from* aU interference by the 
other,, in the event of certain Contingenme# 
whiph mighl^possibly happ<jn.* This was tp be 
done by separate Articles, and the Sixth Article 
of the Partitioi^ Treaty was inserted by antici- 
pation to txplaiir more fuBy tyhat the coatin-* 
gencies were. • * • 

Your Memorialist therJjfore respectfully sub- 
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mits that there is noUiing in ^he Sixth Article 
to qualify ^or narrow the provisions made by 
the ^irst Ton the maintenance of the families, 
and nothing whatever in both the Articles com- 
bined together, and as strictly as possible, 
against the irterests of the fan^lies, to justify 
the supposition that the provision was intended 
for those persons only who w’ere in existence, or 
was meant to be subject to any serious diminu- 
tion so long as births supplied th(' vacancies 
tnado by death, nnd there was no diminution of 
the original number. Such a construction, he 
submits, to be utterly incompatible with the per- 
manent character of the fund provided for their 
maintenance, and the principlmon wjiich tlic con- 
quered territories were divided,- as more clearly 
developed in the Explanatory "Mjcmorial. The 
first article of this document is as follows : 

“ The principle of partition between the Nizam 
and the Company assumed- in the first and 
SiPcond Article is, that each party should retain 
in direct soA'ereignty ,an equal share of unen- 
oumbered teVritoriiil revenue, deduction .being 
made from both sides of ‘the amouni of the pen- 
sions or jaghire of w'hich each party has agreed 
to bear the charge.” Ti^is pfinpiple is carried 
•^out in the^first apd second articles with meroan- 
tile arcusacy, for it 'is shewn, by a balance of

accounts, that* though the tfirritories allotted to 



the East Indi^ Colapany j'ielded a lai-ger revenue 
by 170,838 Cantcria pagodas than tliftsc alletted 
to the Nizam, yet as the burdCn on the latter 
was only TO.OOO.Canteria pagodas,* while that on 
the former was 240,000 Canteria pagodlls, the 
Nizam was an afitual gainer on the whole by 162 

Cantona ^lagodas yearly. Now if it supposed

that the burdens were limited tt> the lives of the 

• * . * * 

persons to J)e pi'ovidcd for on either side, or wore 
even intended to be modified “ on each occasion, 

, of the decease of 'a stipendiary, "‘though he left 
children, the lap^ic of a single generation would 
have utterly destroyed that equality wJiicK was 
tlio very principle of the partition, and have 
tunied^ the balance ‘permanently against* the 
Nizam by the -wliole 170,838 Canteria pagodas 
in favour of, the Company. It is difficult to edn- 
ceive that this was the yi«w taken by the Nizam 
of the first and* second articles, even with any 
additional light supiwsed to be cast upon them 
by the sixth; and it is quite impossible to believe 
that there was any mentaf rgservatjon of th^s ^ 
sort in thq mind of the Govemcu-Gencral, when 
he laM down flic yrinciple oT the Treaty. To 
suppose this would jbe to convert his liberalitf 
to the family of his coilquered enemy into a 
fraud * against Jiis ally the Nizam’, and ’a mere 
pretext for obtaining ^a larger share, of territo^ 
for the Company than he could venture to claim , 
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openly. This is not to b'o imagine^ ; and a con- 
struction «f the treaty that would bring so scan- 
dalous an imputation on one. of the most illustri- 
ous of yourGovemors-Gencral, and magnanimous 
of men, ought not to bo entertained for a moment. 
What, then, it may be asked, was the intention 
of the contracting partip with regard to the 
fnturp generation pf the family for whose main- 
tenance the Company engaged effectually to 
.proA’idc, and so ample and poi'inanent a provision

w'as made by the Treaty. Tliis your IStemorialist 

submits is to be found in the meaning of the 

words “ fjimilies ” and “ family,” wliich arc used 

throughout the Tiraty and the Explanatoiy IMc- 

moriiil, as Avellas the Qovernor-Genend’s ijistriic-

tions to the Commissioners, as indicative of the 
obj<'cts of the provision. There must have been 
a coi»y of the Treaty ■ fipnished to the Nizam 
in his own language. It is most probable 
that the original Treaty, signed by both parties, 
was in the Persian' l§.nguagc, which affords 
„ several woixls nearly synonymous with “ family.” 
Of these, not knowing Avhat word was actually 
used, your Memorialist respectfully submits that

the very narrojyest in itT signification which he 
^ thinks it poSsibte could hav^ been employed, is 
“ furzundan ” dr children ; that is, the children of 
Hydcr Ali Khan and Tippgo Sultaun. But even 
this word, as it has been frcqnently interpreted 
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by the Company’* Courts of Justice, Js held to in- 
clude — (Sea, Principles ind Precedent of Idfiho- 
medan Law, by Sir W. H. Macnaghtbn, p. 333)— 
all the descendants of a person Connected with 
him^thi-Qugh males^ %nd in this sense, itns con- 
siderably within the meaning of* th§ English 
word " family.”* So that considering tlic term, 
whether iij English or in Persianj it is impossible 
to suppose^keepiqg ii^view the permanent charac- 
ter of the provisions that the framers of the Treaty^ 
ltd not me&n to inclTide all the future generations 
of the family who should be connected in the 
manner above mentioned with Hyder Ali Khan, 
and Tippoo Sultaun. Your*Memorialisf is willing 
to take this very limited construction of the irord 
“family,” and Ke respectfully submits, for the 
consideration oif your Honourable Court, that so 
long as there will be in existence, in the genera- 
tions yet to c(jme, any individual who can trace 
his connection through males with the original 
stock, he will be entitled ain his own right, and* 
not by virtue of any representation of an inter- 
mediate ancestor, to be e^eetimlly and suitably 
maintained out the pennmicnt fund provided 
for the support of * the ^hole family, of which he 
will b*o a member, subject, no doubt, to this 
nccc^sai'y^ qudification, that wbateve* be the 

number of the fomily, ftie maintenance of the 
« • * * . • 
whole Cannot exceed the sum originally set . 

*d2 
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apart by the-Treat}’, nor the maintenance of any 
member of the fiimily exceed what may fairly be 
deemed to be effectual and suitable. 

Your Memorialist having tlms fixed, as he 
hopes,’ the meaning of the svord “ family,” .will 
now proceed to submit for the consideration of 
your Honourable Court what he deems ‘to be the 
fair interpretation of the word “ suitable and, 
following the same principle as an 'the, case of the 
.other term, he will limit himself to the minimuij^ 
amount of signification whidi he thinks can pos- 
sibly be pirt on the term, with. a due regard to 
the rules .of fair interpretation. With regard to 
the four elder of the sous of Tippoo Sultaun, 
the meaning of the words “ suitable . main- 
tenance” was fixed by the framers* of the Treaty. 
Fot those who had “ been aceustomed to a degree 
of state of which it would be indelicate to deprive 
them,” annual stipends of 50,00l0 rupees each 
were no more than suitable, according to the 
deliberate judgment of Colonel Wellesley, and 
his co-comijiissionprS. And it is of great impor- 
tance to keep in view that the whole.fund was fixed 
at the sum of two lacs of star^pagodas annually, 
Bjid extra territory was faken. to yield a surplus 
revenue to that amount, solely^because such was 
necessary according to -the ideag which ‘ they 
cntertained-Qf the words “ suitable maintenance.” 

■ . , But for their notions on the subject, the East

India Company would ^ever have l^d this extra 
territory ; Ipr it must liave been shared .with 
their ally the Nizam, on the principle of equal 
partition. It was not till about flfve or six years 
after, tljat* it Became necessary to provide sepa- 
rate cstablisliments for the three ncJxt of the sons 
of Tippoo Sultaun.* By this time, all highly- 
wrought ^eUngs of generosity hhd subsided, and 
there was nothing to, disturb the Commissioners 
in taking a sober i{iew of the actual condition of 
file familjf and timir future prospects. THe 
annual stipend for the three sons of the Sultaun 
was accordingly fixed by the Commissioners of 
tliat time at no more than'half the.si[m allotted 
to the Tons ekler, ch 25,000 rupees for each! It 
is quite obvious *that, in fixing this sum, the 
Commissioners had no regard to the rank from 
which it can hardly be gaid that these yoimger 
sons had fallen j for they hatf never knoAvn what 
it was to be the sonS of a sovereign ruler. But 
it was not thought nectary to degrade them* 
below the rank of private* gentlemen, and the 
sums fiftcd for their me|,h^tenance were quite* 
sufficient to supply theui with the comforts %nd 
some of the luxuries e^ijoyed by persons in the 
better ‘orders of saciety. . Your, Memorialist was 
not fine of* those whose albwances wsere then 
fixed at the annual sum'of ^5,000 ijupees each. 
But the*principle then laid down by the Com-

missioners was so far adopted =by the Supreme 
Gov6nimei:it of Bengal with regard -to him and 
his other brokers, after the transference of the 
fiimily to that Presidency, that it was determined 
that all'-the sons of Tippoo Sukaun should receive 
separate stipends of 2000 rupees jper metisem, on 
their respeftively attaining the age of fifteen 
years. It was nol, however, without the inter- 
vention of <-your Honourable Cevurt, nor till the 
year 1835, though your Mcmotialist had attained 
the, age of fifteen years in •'1810, that be was 
retrospectively admitted to the .benefit of this 
arrangement, and, when so admitted, it was 
without any •allowance for interest, though he 
had been kept out of his just rights- for more 
than twenty years, during which -he had been 
obliged to borrow, for tlie necessities of his in- 
creasing family, at rates of interest never less 
than 36 per cent, per annum. 

At the time of the removal of the family to 
Bengal, some changes were made in the details 
of tlie maintenance, to be allowed to its separate 
members, and a ,htreditary principle was intro- 
duced, which, if cairried out so as to limit the 
provision for the future descendants of each 
branch to the -sums fixed for their heads, would, 
yoiu* Memorialist Submits, be cqntrary to the 
true intent ^jf Jthe treaty, which was effectually 
to provide a suitable maintqnance for all, if the 
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whole fund should be sufficient to afford it. The 
surviving prihces were sanged into tl^ee classes. 
The first was composed of the two ’remaining 
out of the four cldef princes whose stipends had 
been originally ’fixed at 50,000 rupees annually, 
but they wcrc« now ’reduced to an average of 
about 30,000 rupees for the same penod. The 
second was qpmposed of the pr^es ifext to these 
in years, and whose stipends had^ been? fixed 
at VeUorc at 25,000 rupees annually, but were 
now reduecd to 2000 rupees mensem. Thfe 
third class was composed of the remaining wns 
whose allowances were fixed at 1000 rupees per 
jnpnsem, though it was intended that they should 
be raised J;o the second rank when they attained 
the proper age.* “ The hereditary principle” 
adverted to was contained in the fourth of certain 
resolutions then passed by the Supreme Govern- 
ment with regard td the family, which was as 
follows. “ TW ne addition is to be made, or 
any reduction, oil accoxpt of any change in the 
numbers comprising the /amilies, by marriage, 
births, deaths, or otherwis^, or oft account* of 
any . other claiange of ' cirouftistances, buh the 
allowances are to be considered the estates of 
the persons to ^v£om Ijiey are assigned, for Ihc 
dcficienccd of wllich Government wi^. not pro-* 
vide.” 'Ey ^hus conveftin^ the allowances into 
estaie$<ii tfie persons to whom the/ were assigned, 
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they became clearly hereditaiy, j^nd that construc- 
tion has been acted upon by the Government of 
Bengal, and ^heir acts in this respect have been 
recognised and expressly sanctioned by your 
Honourable Court. The \yord “heirs” your 
Memorialist respectfully submits, must be con- 
strued according to the lav. of the paities to 
■whom the ‘estates Tvere assigned, which in this 
case \/as the Maho’medan Law, and bj' that law 
the residue of the estate of a person who dies 
without leaving. any children, after deducting one 
eighth for his widow or widows, and certain shares 
for his parents if they survive him, passes to his 
brothers, • When thcr.; is one daughter, and no 
son, she has a half ; and when tlipje arc two or 
more daughters, they have • hvo-thirds — the 
residue going, in each case, to the brothers. The 
children of daughters too, who, though .by ceasing 
to be members of the Sultaun’s family they might 
have had no light to maintenance under the 
Partition Treaty, would^by this modification of it 
become necessarily entitled to so much of the 
•■‘State assigrted to tneir maternal grandfatliers, as 
had, by succession become the estates of their 
raothei’s. On the whole, this resolution of the 
Supreme Court,- if fairly consti-jicd, would have 
been highly hQueficial to , the members of the 
family, syid your Mbmorialist in particular, who 
has survived all his brothers, would be entitled 
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to the residue of^ll tW sums assigned to them 
respectfully^ lis their separate estat^, in those 
cases in which they have died .without leaving 
any children, and to large portions of them, in 
the cases tVhere they have been survived pnly by 
daughters, aftetf deducting an eighth in all cases 
where the party .may have left a wife or wives. 

This would have beSif the l^gal effect of con- 
verting the stipends*into estatfes, but tjie Govern- 
ment reserved to itself, by the Sixth Resolution, 
some power of modifying the strict effect of law? 
This was done by the Sixth Resolution, which was 
as follows : “ Tllat on the decease of the persons 
to whom the allowance® are n^w»* assigned, 
Goverftmept , fcscwce to itself the power of 
making provisiotr for the widows, descendants, 
or other members of these families as shall, be 
deemed proper under the circumstances then 
existing.” This enabled the Government to 
make such distribution of the estate as it might 
deem proper among the Jieirs themselves. But 
it was a power that w4s <jvidcntly intended for 
their benefit alone, and it cannot be suppo^di 
that .there w'as ^y intention* on the pari of 
ttxc Government drat a power to make provision 
for other parties ghould |;ver be so^worked, as “to 
accrue to tts owif bpnefit,.by .any permanent 
reduction from funds which *it had erected into 
private -estates by thb Fourth Resolution. 
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When the above arrangement was made, there 

were none of the sons of the late Sultaun who 

< , ' 

had childrem old enough to require sepiuutc 
establishments' of their own; but in course of 
time it, was found necessary to mlike some 
separate provision for the Sultaun’s grandsons, 
who had come to man’s estate. The principle 
that they were ‘entitled’ to some sort of iiiain- 
tcnanfce out of the general fdnd, without waiting 
for the decease of their parents, was at Icngtli 
tardily admitted'by the Government ef Bengal. 
This was no more than justice to the parents ; for 
the stipend of 2000 rupees iwr mensem, which liad 
been fixed’' as a suitable maintenance for them, 
ceased to be so when th^y had to.pi-o\ide*out of 
it appropriate establishments f&i their grown-up 
sons. Justice to the grandsons would liave 
equally required the assignment of a suitable 
maintenance ” for them also out«of the general 
fund, as they were, equally* with their fathers, 
tnenibers of the late, Sultaun’s family. The 
sums actually assigne^l tb them were, however, 
faf short of 'this ; for all that was determined in 
theif favour was “ that allowances «ot exceeding 
in the aggregate one-third “of thdr father’s 
stipend shall fpf the futorebe g^'anted to sOns on 
'’their coming ©f age and fotming 'a separate 
establishment.”^ It was' not till Ihe year 1841 
that tills very imperfect and tardy measure of 
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justice was cxteniled teethe grandsops of the late 
Sultaun ; ajid your Memorialist f espectEully 
submits that he and ' the others ‘of Ids late 
brothers who had gro'jvn-up sons, for whom 
they w^re* obliged to provide establishments 
out of their own allowances, long anterior to 
this arrangement, %re entitled to its benefit 
retrospectively from thd timeg*that their sons 
became respec)ti>;ely*pf the age of fif^en ybars. 

The arrangeme^jt above mentioned was sanc- 
tioned by* your IJonourable •Court in your 
despatch of the 21st April, 1841, but with a 
qualification, which made another most material 
change in the condition of the Sul^affh’s family. 
Before acWentmg to ‘the particular part of the 
despatch which' Is contained in the nineteenth 
paragraph,^ your Memorialist begs respectfully to 
call your* attention for, a moment to some ex- 
pressions iu,the preceding paragraph, which 
indicate the feeling Vith which your honourable 
predecessors had by this^timo began to contem* 
plate the members of tliis*inhappy family. 

The* pigh^nth paragraph commences wltS 
adverting to ^ (v>mmntation of the stipends of 
the Mysofe Princes, ]groposed by Colonel Caul- 
field, 'which was*aband®ned from its being unac- 
ceptable to the parties con<S5med. These parties* 

were the Princes themselves, .and the reason 

• • • • 
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assigned for abandoning tbe« plan shews the 
consideration with whidi they were treated up 
to this time • by the Bengal Government. The 
paragi'aph then alludes to means under the con- 
sideration of the same Goveniinenf, “ of im- 
proving the condition of the sti^ndiaries,” and 
to certain propositions “ by Captain Ouseley for 
adding to the allowances Of the poorer members 
of the funiJy, from'’ the amoiint of the stipends 
which have at different times lapsed to Govern- 
ment,” all showing, as your Memorialist grate- 
fully acknowledges, the beneficent feelings 
entertained up to this time by the Bengal 
Governmeiit towards the family. To the above 
propositions your HonQurable prodccess(5rs re- 
fused their compliance for reasons which arc 
thu!? stated : — “ Our right is clear, both by the 
letter and spirit of the Taeaty,uot only to resume 
stipend on failure of heirs, but -to re-consider 
their amount on each occasion of the death of a 
stipendiary. There is neither policy nor hu- 
manity in perjjetuating at the public expense a 
bohstantly increasing body of idle, and, therefore, 
in most cases, worthless pensioners-*’' Your -Me- 
morialist will advert to tins passage again, but 
in the meantime h® solicits attention to thfc last 
’sentence, because he- thinks that to it, and "the 
tenor of the desjiatcli generally, may be ascribed 



in some measure .what considers, a change in 
the feelingly of the Bengal Government to the 
members of ^he family, and tha hairsh treatment 
which some of them have since experienced at 

its hands.* * • . . 

• • • 

After the above expression of the Court’s 
opinion ;ivith regard to the family generally, the 
despatch then proceeds ftilhe niijiBteentli paragraph 
to give its sanction tb^the plan*of granting “JiUow- 
ancos not cxcccdipg in the aggregate one-third 
of their father’s s'tijjends to sons»on their coming 
of age” in the following terms: — ^“On this 
imnciplc', allowances have at once been granted 
to the amount of Compdhy’s rupees* 2.201 per 
montlT. Wckdo nbt "object to these grants, but 
we think thsij; the system w^hich they introduce 
should be considered as entirely superseding 
the previous system of ^hereditary succession to 
stijjends, and ^ that you ought not in future to 
consider tire whole bf the father’s allowances as 
necessarily to be di\'idc(^among the children.” • 

The indication of fhe .Court’s opinion, con- 
taineddn the last sentence, h*a8 been understdod 
by tlie Bengal (jovemment»as a cancellation of 
the principle of'hereditary succession, and, ac- 
cordihgly, they have not only/el^ themselves* at 
entire libehy “ to* consider the amountpf stipend* 
on each occasion of the death of a, stipendiary,” 
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but to consider it with a view to resumption 
for the benefit of Government, and the inter- 
position of some. kind of check upon an “ un- 
limited increase of families.” The manner in 
wliich this has been done will 'be suficiently 
exemplified by a single instance ;■ and your Me- 
morialist takes the most recAit examph?, which 
is, that of the disposal of his late brother. Prince 
Mahomed l^oobhan s stipend at the time of his 
death. 

‘The allowanctfs granted to his children and 
dependant relatives 'were as follows : —

Tlie above extract is talen from Secretary 
llallidiij’s letter *tcr tjie Officiating Superin- 
teiulaut of the ’Mysore Princes, dated 19th of 
Novembei-j 1W5. The principle allowiyices 
were regtdated according to Mahomedan law, 
by which son^’are entitled to double shai-es rvith 
daughters, and a widow is entitled to an eighth 
share of her husband’s <j^tate. But in tliis casa> 
the widow’s share was 'taken as an eighth of the 
whole ‘^f her husband’s ^stj^md instead of* an , 5 ^^ 
eiglilh of rupees 1445 — 15«~^0, which was the 
sum dividbd among h^ heirs as liis estate. She 
had thus rupee* 300, instead.of ^rupees 180 per 
meihm,eii the ex'pense of the other hgirs. Twef 
of the sons have since diM without •children, 
but out has left a widow. After deducting an

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eighth of rupees 150 pen nien^m as the share 
of tl^is wid<»w, the remainder of their stipends 
has been resumed by Government. The step- 
mother and two Kliawasses arc also now dead, 
and their stipends have beev resumed in like 
manner ; so that the resumptions already amount 
to rupees 390 per mensem, and when the. Begum 
dies, there will be. a farther accession of rupees 
300, making together rupeps 690. mensem. 
On the principle of hereditary succession laid 
do'wn by Lord Minto’s Resolutions, the whole 
rupees 2000 per mensem would have ultimately 
devolved on the children of your Memorialist’s 
late brother,, the Prince Soobhan M:diomed, 
according to the modifinat'ioil of tlie principle 
introduced by the despatch of the 21st of Aiiril, 
1841; the whole of that sum will 'be absorbed in 
a single generation, and the surviving children 
are already left with somewhat less than the 
pittance granted* to sous alohe during the life- 
time of their father. 

Your Memorialist leoks to a similar fate for 
his ‘own children. If is true that his sono have 
somewhat more at present than Jias'been allotted 
to the children of his late brother; btit so had 
liis brothers’ children also in their father’s' life- 
time ; and, it wac that very .provision which Was 
considered a sufficient reason and compensation 
for reduction at their father’s death. ‘ Your 

% 
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Memorialist cannot but look with ^larm to the 
fearful prospect thus plated before his^own gons. 

They are now treated with ncanly the same con- 
sideration as himsel/, that is, as tlfe descendants „§l^ 
of a sovereign fulei;; but he has nothing to leave 
them, and he hAs no right to expett that at his 
death tlyey will*be*trcated differently from the 
children of Ids late bro*tRer. 'munificent pro- 
vision, it is tyue, W|i8 made* for them by the 
Marquis of Wellqpley; but of that they were 
dei)rivcd by the lle^lutions of Lord Minto. 
moderate allowance was still secured to them by 
these Resolutions, but from that they were cut 
off by the despatch of the 21st A^ril, 1841. 

That dcs])atch. emdnitted from the predeedbsors 
of your Ilonoiirdble C^ourt, and it is therefore to 
your Honourable Court alone that he can apply 
for redresst The Bengal Government is power- 
less in the matter. * There may have been 
some harshness in 'their proceedings to the 
children of the late Priijce Soobhan ; but they* 
were taught- by the dfespatch to look with a 
Pharaoh’s eye on the increase of the whole* 
family. The descejidants of the^ate Sultaun Vtere 
denounced as a “ Body of idle and worthless pen- 
sioners?, whom it wiis neither policy jior humanity 
to per])etuatb at the public expense ;”.aad it was 
impossible not to infer {hat *it vj?*® ^sh of 
your honourable preAece.ssors that some means 
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should be aclopted to chock tlvjir unhappy ten- 
dency to increase. Tliat could be done only by 
discouraging’ mai’riage; but when resolved upon 
it was bettor t« do the thing effectually at once. 
Among Mahomcdans equality is deeined almost 
essential to marriage, and it iS the duty of a 
parent to find equal matches for all his, children. 
Your Memorialist and nis late brothers were 
enabled to. perform thisdutv in sopie manner out 
of their more liberal allowances. But this will 
be impossible for their sons when -reduced to 
pittances of rupees 150 a month. In such cir- 
sss* cumstances marriages must cease, and it is there- 
fore probaolo that with the existing gem>ration 
the family of Tippoo SuUann will bticome entirely 
extinct. 

Your Memorialist now begs leave to revert to 
that sentence of the despatch in which your 
honourable predecessors asserted their right to 
be clear “ not only to resume stipend on failure 
'•of heirs, but to reconsider their amount on each 
occasion of the death of a stipendiary;” that is. 
to consider wth a view to reduction for the

benefit of Government, as thg phrase has, been 
construed by the Bengal Government. Your 
Memorialist f-espectfully submits that this? was a 
mistake on the* part of your honourable prede- 
cessors,* an(l, that the Mysore Treaty gave no such 
, , power as is Wre assumed. Moreover, that if it 



had, the R^soliftions'of Ix)rd Mihto formed a 
valid engagement on the part of GovAnraeirt, and 
could not justly be ^ot aside wifhout an adequate 
consideration, or the consent of the whole family. 
Your .Memorialist •respectfully reminds your 
Honourable Odurt that the stipends which were 
thus to ^)e resvmed\iid not Been grajited by the 
East India* Compmy, nor^by any pre,Qeding 
Government to whose right they ha(f succeeded. 
They were i)urel!y a creation of the Partition 
Treaty, and the rcsiflt of ajoint sacrifice of territory 
by the Iloiiouralle Company snd His Iliyhmss the 
Nizam. That but for the Sultauil’s family the 

•sacrifice would never liave been m?ide, and that 

• • • • 

it ooqjd rte^•f'^ have b(*en contemplated by the 
parties that tliis part of the Treaty should have 
be('n so wQiked as to be made subservient to the 
interest* of the East .India Company. Even in 
the cast' of anliostile attempt by any member of 
the family, there is nothing said of resumption, 
and th(' idea of an appropriation by the East 
India Company, except id the case, of an cn^re 
failnre^objtipts, your Menictrijilist verily believes 
uev(ft entered into the he*ads of any o^ the 
parties. Vhe word rctume is not used at all it 
is only thc^word^M.fpeff/f, whidi htis quite aditfe-^ 
rent* sigpificjition. ’’And ‘though the word 
entirely" is added, to “ suspend, ”• that cannot 
alter its essential meaning, and stretch it into a, 

•e2 
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2)ower to resame, whicli iinijlifes appropriation. 
You»Mem(Jiialist therotore respectfully submits 
that your honoufablc predecessors entirely mis- 
took the relation in ■which they •'vero placed by 
the Mysore Treaty, mth rerpoct to the provision 
thereby made for the family of the late Sultaun. 
They were pnly the trustees, or administrators, 
of the fund provided by that Treaty, 'with a right 
of reversion', it is true, in the entire failure of the 
family for whom the jirovision^was made, but a 
right 'W'hich musl uecessarilyreuiain in abeyance 
so long as there is a possibility of heirs. In 
the meantime, on a partial failure by the 
decease of aiiv son of the late Sultaun with- 
out children, they had only a 'right to sus- 
pend ; and all the stipends &o suspended 
should be retained as a fund “to supplement 
the exigencies of the family. So long tts in 
the generations of the future ' *^hcre will be 
a single individual entitled by the Maliomedan 
law and customs to be ’considered a member of 
the family .of Hyddr Ali Khan mid Tipjioo 
Sultaun, he will 'entitled to look to this fund, 
with* all its vast accumulations', as ’a security for 
the suitable maintenance of himself and his 
descendants vrho' can 'trace 'their connection 
through miales' wdth the "parent .stock. The 
lapsed sVipeE.(;lK are iy this respect stfictly of the 
. , same character as (he Suitors' Fund in Chancery,

or the Unclaimed Dividends at 4he Bank of 
Englund, and cannot wi^lbl. justice be appropmated 
to the purposes of^ the State *unfll the lapse of 
such a time a^ will preclude tKe chanefe of a 
majnteuance boin^ Qver claimed out of them by 
p('.rsons who csin shew a valid title! . 

'J’hat fthis is Hot an overstrained to take 
of the lapsed stipends, is shew*,* as your Memo- 
rialist submits,, by the manner in which they 
liavo been treatal by the Indian Government 
with the lianction ^f your Honourable Coyrt. 
'i'hey liav<? never been resumed, nor ever touched, 
but are still kept sacred and separate from the 
revenues of Govemment under tlft; name of the 
Mifsoire Fioid.' Accordkigly, when it was cleter- 
mhu'd to make* ’allowances to grandsons during 
the lifetinu* of their fathers, it was from* the 
“ funds. realized from ^livpsed stipends ” that the 
allowances wyfe made. Tn’the year 1839 these 
funds had amountotl to fifty-five lacs of rupees; 
they are still rapidly incfeasing, and yourMembi 
rialist bcli(A'es that at the ^present time they 
cannot* Ije shgrt of sixty laos.^ And all this by 
•iccifmulatiouS of principal *alonc, without* any 
allowance * for intejrest. 

But if it was* a mistake iir yemr honourable 
predeces^rs jo suppose thaf thej^ had a right to 
resume on failure of heirs^ much ywre Tvas it so 
to su)if)ose that they had a right to con-sider. 
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with a view jto resumptiwi on. the death of a 
stipendiary j. though he left childrqn. I'hcir 
whole right 'of consideration in suph an event 
was, your Meiuorialist submits^ a right to be 
exercised, not for their ow’n bencht, but for the 
benefit of the children and the curviving mem- 
bers of the family, who, if theh maiuteiiiyicc had 
fiillen sliort of wjiat was suitable for any want 
of funds, liad a right to increase of stipend if the 
death of any member of tlie ^^unily afforded the 
means. All tho consideration which the (io- 
vernment could at any time exercise *for their 
own advantage, was comprised in the word 
“ suitable. .Everything above a suitable main- 
tenance for all the members of the lamily. 
Government is entitled to retain,, without any 
reference to tlic death of a “ particular sti- 
pendiary.’’ 

AVhile tho Mysore Fund has Increased to so 
vast an amount on the one hand, the family, for 
whom alone tho provi^on was originally made, 
have sunk in proportion on the otlier. At first, 
• Vvery member of tlie family was to hava had a 
maintenance suitable to his condition, and Iris 
security for this was the whole fund set apart 
by the Fartition Treatyt N(*x,t, the family was 
divided into branches, and the maintenance and 
security of c^clj, branch were narrowed to a sum 
of 2000 rupees per menxcm, w'hich they were 



never to exceed < but; that sum ,was erected 
into an est{|,te, with the right of .hereditary 
succession, .Thirdly, this right hereditary 
succession was taken away, and* the children 

of each son left at the death of their . father 

• • • 

at the mercy of the Bengal Government; and, 
finally, {Ire family ^as beem brought down to 
so low a condition, thcFt*160 rjipees per month, 
or the salary t>f a s'qption-wrfter in Calcutta, is 
thought a suitabjp maintenance for a Prince, 
the grandson of a Sjdtan, while the Princess, his 
widow, is deemed to be sufficiently provided for 
by an allowance of eighteen rupees per month, 
or somewhere about half tile wages »of% wife of a 
privat? soldior, wli/1 tsdcQS service in the families 
of one of tliCi st*fvants of the East India Com- 
pany. 

It is .(iHite impossible to believe that Lord 
AVcllesley or ^ Lord Minto ‘ever contemplated 
such a result froift the arrangements which 
they were making for, the family of Tippoo 
Sultaun. • ’ • 

You* Memoriidist will not detain your Honour^ 
ableXIourt any Irjnger. Tho whole case is mow 
before you*: it is ’simply judicial, and is unem- 
barrassed by a .single, political, consideration. 

So fivr as \he Memorialist ‘and .the rest of the* 
family arc concerned, £he Treatjr i^ a isontract ,,^113 
between tw*o partie.s for the benefit of a third ; 
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with only this difference hctw'etn it and ordinary 
contracts : < that one of the contracting parties 
has been solely entrusted with the arrangements 
for. carrying if into execution. But this*oiily 
enhances tlie obligations of the party so entrusted. 
He becomes a trustee in the sttietest sense of 
the term, and, as .such, is b’oun'd to construe in 
the way least favourable to himself, any clauses 
in the contract that may seem t(' make for his 
own advantage. This is the rifle which regulates 
all trusts. But' your Memorialist has" no wish to 
avail himself of it. All lu' wants is an equ.il 
consideration for all the articles of the Treaty, 
and that attefition should not be confined to such 
parts} of it only as sidmit of being construed in 
favour of the East India Company 

This, vour iMcinorialist snbmitk has been loo 

much the case hitherto But he hopes fer better 

things from your Honourable "Court, and to 

obviate the possibility of any misappri'liension 

'of the nature of his claim, he begs leave to state 

it in the following (hstinct jirojinsitions, for your 

consideration : —

First. — He submits, that by the Partition Treaty 
«*ach individual descendant of the late llydcr 
Ali Khan and Tijipoo Sultarr, who can shew 
liimself to be, a'ceording to'Mahomedun law* and 
custom,* a member qf their family, is entitled 
. , to have a suitable maintenance as.sign’ed and

secured to him out of, the annual, sum of two <411® 
lacs of star pagodas, set Apart by the Treaty,,and 
its accumulaijons.

— Ho .suj)mits, as a consequence of the 
first proportion, tlii\i, his own sons, and the sorts 
of his late brothers, were entitled to a suitable 
maintenance as soon as they attained to mature 
age — which is fixed by thh Mahottkedhn law at 
puberfy — and ^hat* sdeh, maintenance ought to 
have been assiglfed to thtsm respectively from, 
at latest, the times that they respectively attained 
the age pf*fifteen years. . 

Third — He submits, that by LordMinto’s reso- 
lutions, the sum of 2,000 rupees per mensem was 
assigned to each son as p separate estate, whicli» 
was not in future to be liable to any increase or 

reduction: and that at the .death of each son,"

the whole of that annual sura oecomes the right 

and estate* of his* heirg according to the Maho- 
medan law. •• • . • 

Fflurth.— He subfliits that the resolutions of * 

Lord Minto were so far inconsjstept with the 
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Partition Treaty in that 4.hcy made no provision 
for ^ns d\idng the lifetime of their fathers. 

Lastly. — Toui Memorialist submits that he, 
and the other 'members of the family are entitled 

, I 

to the full benefits of onre or other of the 
arrangempnts above mentioned, that is, to the full 
benefits of the Pjirtition Treaty, as stated in the 
two first propositions, or of Lord Minto’s resolu- 
tions. supplemented by a suitable provision for 
sons during the lifetime of their fathers; and that, 
wljiichevcr of these arrangememts may be adopted, 
your Memorialist, and the othei; members of his 
family, arc entitled to have that arrangement 
carried out tt» all its consequenoes, aerording to 
the strict ap])lication of daw. '• • < * 

Your Memorialist, therefore, prays your Honour- 
able Court, that you will be ])leaW. to tak(* 
the whole premises into yoitt, consideration, 
and direct an account to be made up accord- 
•' ing to one or otlM?r of the schemes above 
mentioped ; and* if it should ' ap])car that 
there is anything, due to youf Memorialist, 
'or any merabef of the faneily’, that you will 
cause the same to be, paid ; and tlmt you will 
further direct such arrau^eiiients to be made, 
witli* regard to' the family, as^will.seciire to 
all ‘its menjbei's ^in future, their full rights.

himself and all superintendants acknowledged 
Shahzadah Shah Alluin ir their reports and 
annual statements to Government ns the only 
son of the said Prince Jamah Odeen; as will b(' 
seen by the letter and statement of Major 11.

Prince 
Jamah Odeen, having allowed interest to accrue 
thereon — as it was not probable the Prince, out 
of his usual stipend, could have saved such an 
amount, besides w'hich, his was a small family. 

A 8 each Avorthy; su])erintendant gave charge 
to their succes.sor.s, they also gave lists or state- 
ments of the individuals forming the Mysore 
family, in all pf which Shahzadah Shah Allum 
was included, as aforesaid, as the only sou of 
Prince Jumaii Odeen'.

In a decree pf the Supreme Court, dated 30th 

July, 1850, aftQT a lengthened investigation and 

trial of seven years, Ssthibza^ah Altab Odeen 

and Jebunnessa Begum recotered tl^ suit, and 

were recognised and proved to be the legal heirs 

of Prince Jamah Odeen — the laivyers in this sui£ 

gaining the lion’s share. 

In conclusion, I hope your lordship’s mind

Binct-, there- 
fore, the Decree of the Suprenj'c Coui;t in their 
favour was obtained by this compromise, if. can 
be regarded a^o proof of rigl.'H 

I would not have presumed to reply to sueii a 
communication. ' if it did not, seem to me that 
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there is* some error in the abt)ve statement. 1 
inclose a copy of the decree of *the Supreme 
Court whicli I fortunately have in ^y*possefesion. 
It will he ‘seen that the matter at issue was 
whether liic Will of Prince Jamah Odeen should 
strfnd good in bar oPthe entire rigtit of the heirs- 
at-law. This i)oin|^ was decided according to the 
well-known principles, of Mahomedan Law ; 
viz., thalf a man leaving heirs cannot ahenate 
from thorn rhofe tllan one third of his estate.

of maintaining Tippoo Sultan’s family, whose 
maintenance that Government. ‘took upon itself, 
and on the dther h'and credit taken by the 
Nizam to\i certain a^oun^ for the oost of main- 
taining a certain Chief, whose maintenance the 



Nizam took^upen himself; and ^•part of the 
conquered territory was ‘apportioned fifjcordingly. 

4th. A claim un^er Treaty cannat be founded 
upon this partition Treaty, on the "part of persons 
wl\o were* fio ^artie;^ to it ; and whp^e names 
were only mentioned in it because 6f ^he benevo- 
lence of* those '^ho*were thd parties^ to it. No- 
ticing tli^fstct that the clatmaatS were no parties 
to the Treaty qn which they rely, the lion’ble 
Court have remarked that fcie Treaty expresaW 
provided for the limitation or entire suspension'of 
the stipend, in .the event any member of the 
Mysore family he coming implicatjpd in any hostile 
attempt against eitlier of tTie conquering powers ;
